ao N the Cittie of Durham was ſome 
time reſident , one fir Thomas Pent- 
H ley, a Pꝛieſt, inſtituted after the olds 
5 © 02der vſed in Nucene Maries dapes, 
who foz his exquiſite ſkil in mulicke, 
= = ID was admitted to be a Canoniſt in the 
e Cathedzall church of Durham: and 

918 foz he was alſo otherwiſe ſuppoſed 
learned, and a man of modeſt life, he was beneficcd be⸗ 
ſides with the vicarage of Saint Guesin the ſame towne: 
by reaſon whereof he waxed very rich, and a great pennie 
father, liuing alwapes vnmarried, and keeping no houl⸗ 
hold oz retinue about him, ſane onelp one of his ſiſters, 
Whole huſband dying, he toke home to be his hulwife: 
after that there was a diſſolution made of their Clopſter, 
and that it was thought fit foz men, rather to line at their 
owne choice, than at others appoyntment, graunting all 
that would, liberty to take wines, and they whole ſto⸗ 


macke ſtode againſt that eſtate of ur to diſpoſe 


of 
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or themſelues as to them ſeemed god and moſt cozreſpons 
dent to their liking, This ſir Thomas, in time, ſceing his 
money to increaſe, and his wealth o abound, reſolued 
with himſcife , fiace he was determined neuer to take 
wife, whercbp to haue childzen, vnto whome he might 
leaue this bis aboundaunce and riches (J ſay) reſolued 
with hinilelte, to viſpoſe of it in ſome god ſoꝛt during his 
life time, leſt otherwile his friends, after his death, ſhould 
got together by the eares in dimding the ſtane. Theres 
loge he beganne, by little and little, to play the god fels 
low, cauſing his ſiſter, who was both Coke and Cater, 
to pꝛouide him god and plenicous fare, inuiting allo his 
neighbours and others his acquaintances to dine and to 
ſuppe with him: eſpecially vppon ſolempne kfeaſtes, as 
Chziſtmaſſe, and Caſter , he kept open houſe, and gaue 
god and bounteous entertainement vnto all that would 
tome. And ſo p2odigally he ſpent, as in the end his hul⸗ 
wife beganne to repine at his large holpitallitp, perſwa⸗ 
ding her ſelfe, that if he continued this courſe long, it 
would be but a very little that would fall in diuidente to 
his friendes after his death, and therefo2ze ſhe thought 
euerp way as god to fake part with him, as to exſpec that 
which the cat leaueth in the mault. Whereupon ſhe ſent 
to her other ſiſter dwelling in the country, who was ma⸗ 
ried to one leffrey Dobſon, certifying her of their b20s 
thers vnthziktineſſe, withall, admoniſhing her to make 
a ſpædy repaire vnto the cittie, and with her to bing 
her huſvand, childzen, and family to make their abode, 
dwelling, and ſtay with ſir Thomas : Foz otherwiſe, if 
ſhe omitted that oppoztunitie, it was a very p2obable 
matter, that her hare ok his gods would be very lender, 
and farre ſhoꝛt oſ her exſpectation, foꝛ our bother, ſaieth 
ſhe, is fallen into ſuch an humour of ſpending, that his 
vecrely reuenewes will lcarcely dilchardge his yerely ex⸗ 

penes. 
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pence , Hir ſiſter at this newes became as pale as aſhes, 
and ſoze the feared that all would be gone befozc ſhe could 
get her family remouyed to the to wne. And as though ir 
Thomas had bene already dead, and the executoꝛs gone 
away with all the godes, ſheranne to the fields, where 
ber hulband was at the plow, to make knowne vnto him 
what meſſage her ſiſter had lent her. The god man who 
had taken her to wife, moze in regarde of that benefit hes 
hoped to reape by her after fir Thomas his death, than a⸗ 
ny other reſpect, made no leſle haſte to be remmuing, than 
the deſired:and lo foꝛth with loſing his oren foꝛth oftheir 
teame, commaunding his men to goe home and thzeH 
loꝛth all his cozne p2cſently, and his wife to packe vp all 
her houſhold ſtuffe and naperp againſt the next moꝛning, 
himſelſe went ſoꝛth pꝛelently to a neighbours bouſe nere 
by, and let to him the leaſe of his farme : and comming 
home thut night, his wife hauing diſpatched euerp thing 
acco2ding to his commandement, he conueped his ſkuffe, 
ſo much as he thought ne&defull , to the citie of Durham 
next moꝛning, carrping with him his wife and childzen, 
whome he bꝛought with him to the vicarage of S. Giles, 
at the very inſtant when ſir Thomas was ſet to dinner, 
but aewly come home from the Pinſter, where (accoꝛzd⸗ 
ing to his cuſtome, he& had beene helping to ſing diuine 
Seruice. Whilcs fir Thomas was eagerly caruingſuch 
meates as were ſet vpon the table, his appetite being ves 
ry ſharpe, he ſodainelp heard a great ruching and nopſe 
of cartes, rattling vpon the fones within the court, and 
maruelling whence ſuch nopſe ſhould come, ik it were not 
there, and what occaſton anp had to be there, he could not 
toniedure, ſith himſelfe had no vſe foz any at all, neither 
did he know of any that had buſineſſe there to doe, moe

zed by his houſkeper, who had inquired the matter ofthe 
Carters, that the (tuffe was his ſifter Dobſons, who with 
her huſband and childzen ſhe ſayd, was come to make her 
remaine and dwelling there with him, and who, as ſhee 
was making this repoꝛt, came in at the gate,herhuſband 
and childꝛen with her. But ſir J homas not alitle eſtran⸗ 
ging at the newrs, beckened to the Carremen to ſtap the 
vnloading of their cartes, till he came fozth to miete his 
ſiſter at tze doz s, of whome demanding the caule ok her 
comming after ſuch a ſoꝛt, he was info2zmed ofhits houſe 
keepers embaſſage ſent to her, wherewith he was verie 
mach offcnted , caufing them all to come into thehouſe 
and dine: with god and faire ipreches he intreated her 
to returne to her owne home againe , with allured pꝛo⸗ 
miſe that hee would pꝛouide ſufficiently foz her, and tho 
reſidue ok his friendes: and foz the better ſecurity there⸗ 
of, becauſe that impzudenily they had leaſed away their 
Farme, hee pꝛeſently gaue to her huſband the moytie of 
a tithe he held amounting to fenne poundes a peere, vntil 


ſuch time as their owne Farme ſhould fall vnto as 
gaine: 
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gaine : andalſo hee toke from them their eldeſt ſonne, 
George Dobſon , wheme he adopted foz his owne , and 
b:ought vppe at.

nefle required: ant fearing againe, that his folith loue 
towardes him might induce him to fozbeare cozrecion 
when hee well deſerued the ſame, and the neglect there- 
| of was a certaine meane foz cuer to vndoe him, he ra- 
| ther determined to ſend him to the Church of Saint Ni- 
cholas amonglt other little childzer — the Cittie a

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her had not bene th2&dayes, but hee falling at variance 
with a Perchants ſonne ofthe ſame towne that was his 
(cole fellow, he burſt bis eee to pertes, 
and the boyes fozehcad was ſo loꝛe, that the biod ranne 
about his eares, neyther could they ſtap it, but conduc⸗ 
ted him home to his mother, who when ſha ſawe the 
blod ofher little ſonne, ſhe well nerre fell into a ſowne,

But ſhe told him, no, 
that he ſhould not, foz ſhe nothing doubted the fulfilling 
ol his pꝛomiſe, and that ſbee div not ſeeke his al lia ion by 
way orrcuenge, but that he might thereby be warned 
and deferred from doing ſo any mo2e, and lo ſtemed to 
requeſt him to doe it dricreetely and without _—

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fir Thomas made few moꝛe replies, but made haſte home 
to welcome his new gueft with the whippe : and though 
he were (02y fo; the childes hurt, pet he could not but 
laugh in his minde, at the knauerp of his Nephew , and 
the chollericke Romacke of the Merchants wite , pw2e 
Dobſon nothing at all thinking of further conflictes , las 
menting onely the bzeaking of his boke, foz which he 
not a little ſoꝛrowed what anſwere to make to his vncle: 
to lie, he eſteemed it the woꝛſt courſe that could be, ſoꝛ he 
knew his vnckle would ſift foꝛth the trueth, and if hee 
ſhould be taken with a falſe repozt, he was aſſured to be 
purged thereof with no leſle than with the beſt bloud in 
his bꝛeath: io, not able to bethinke himſclfe ok a reaſo⸗ 
nable excuſe, her wept no leſſe than foz his beating res 
ceiued at his Maiſters handes, erſprcting a ſharper pes 
naunce. Þis maiſter obſeruing him ſtill to continue in 
teares, demanded of him why he further wept, to whom 
he bewꝛayed his feares, and the cauſe thereof, is Pai⸗ 
fcr moued to compaſſtonate his caſe , and deeming it in⸗ 
iuſtice to haue him two times puniſhed foz one offence, he 
ſent foꝛ alittle glew, repapꝛed his boke, and wait to his 
vnckle all the ctircumſtaunces of what had happened, de⸗ 
firing him to remit vnto him this firſt little delict, and to 
content himſelfe with luch puniſhment as he already had 
inflicted vpon him. Dobſon humbly thanking his Mai⸗ 
ſer fo2 this vnloked fo benignitie , as blithe as Bird on 
b2tar , poſteth home with his warrant in his pocket, but 
be was no ſoncr entred into the Hall, and had bzoken a 
curteſie to his vnckle while he did eſpie vppon the Table 
hollie wandes in water, colde cates, God wote , to ſtay 
his emptie ftomacke withall. His vnckle taking one of 
them into his hand, ſapde: Now god ſir, where haue 
vou beſtowed your ſelfe this day, that you ſtay ſo late a⸗ 
bꝛoade:? God vnckle, replied Dobloa with a ſober and 
demurs

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demure countenaunce, caſting his eyes vpon the ground, 
J haue bene at the Schole. Baue you ſo ? lapech ſir 
Thomas, Jp2ay then lets ſ pour boke, and how much 
vou haue learned all this day? CAith that poze Dobſon 
bꝛeathed fo2th a pitteous ſigh , and with a penſiue heart 
and trembling hands hee pulled his patched boke fozth 
ofhis pocket, at which ſight his vnckle not able to con? 

aine himſelfe from ſmiling, turning away that hee 
might not be perceined, laughed a god ſpace: afterward 
reflecting his lokes vpon his lamentable nephew, downe 
whoſe cheekes the teares ſtreamed. My bop, ſapde he, 
F p2ap the, who hath made ther a Joyner? mee thinkes 
thou haſt taken thy bo'te in ſunder, and haſt made it to 
ſtand vppon iopnts, whereas in the mozning it appea⸗ 
red vnto mee to be all one pecce . without chincke, iopnt, 
oꝛ member, otherwiſe my ſight deceiued me: then Dob- 
ſon pꝛoſtrating himſelfe, humbly pꝛaped his vnckle of 
pardon, and made true relation of the conflict palled be⸗ 
twirt him and his fellow, and that whatſoeuer he had 
done, it was in his owne defence, adding mozcouer, 
that his Maiſter had already giuen him due puniſhment 
foz his treſpaſſe, and therewithall he pulled fœoꝛth his 
Maiſters note, and deliuered it to his vnckle, the ſub⸗ 
iect Whereok agreed wholly with his repozte, and had 
vndoubtedlp pzocurcd his pardon, if hee had not remem⸗ 
bzed his pꝛomiſe befoze made to the Perchaunts wife,

2 Bus is George Dobſon (as you haue heard) 
ent againe to the #chole, where her had 
IL. hz "ot long continued but that he pzeceeded the 
woc part of his fellowes, who long befoze 

him had bene ſent thither, to his vnckles 
great content and pleaſere, who at all times warned 
him to beware of plæꝛing the wagge, and of quarrelling 
with his fellow eg, thꝛeatning him, that if he ſo ill car- 
ried himſelſe, he would ſoʒ euer eiec and turne him out 


of the dozes, whereas otherwiſe , if as a duetifull boy 
he would apply his bake, and would alſo contozme him⸗ 


ſelfe fo the diſpoſition of his fellowes , and with them 
would linc in vnitie and concozd, he Could not then 
want any manner of thing conuenient to his eſtate and 
calling, but that after his death her would make him his 
ſole heire , and poſſeſſe him of all his landes, leaſes, 
farmes, and hereditaments . The boy was very atten⸗ 
tine to his vnckles erhoztations, and conceined well, that 
! ſuch aduile and counſell 6420 concerned his health and 
welfare, and therefoze (to his power) he put them in 
execution, behauing and demeaning himlelfe very re⸗ 
ſpectiuelꝑ, voth in che pꝛeſente of his 8 and abzoad: 


euer 
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ener ſtanding in doubt, that if ha ſhould committe any 
thing vnapp2ouable , that the ſame might come to his 
vnckles knowledge, and if ſo, he were then fo2 tuer vns 
done. But notwithſtanding all his care, which was merre 
acquiſite and not habituall, as affirmeth the olde P20- 


uerb, That which is bzed in the bone, will not fozth of 


the flech: 
Naturam e xpellas furca licet v/que recurret. 
Vee malt needes goe whome the diucll dziueth: and 


\ whole foztunc it is to be ſtrangled , certaine it is hee ſhall 


neuer dzowne: So albcit George Dobſon ſtudied by all 
pcſiible meanes to periozme all his vnckles pleaſures 
and commanndements , pet fo2 his life hee could not acs 
compliſh them , ſo many blockes were ſet fo2 him to 
ſtumble vpon, fo2 naturally he was of a crabbed and vn⸗ 
toward diipoſition , and ſo ruſtike like, that he could not 


cquer his clowniſh and wayward manners with the ha- 


bite of ciuility, and in regard ok his rude and ill fauoured 
geſtures, antique trickes, and apiſh topes, his Schwle- 
fellowes many times foke occaſion to deride, ſcoꝛne, and 
laugh at him: whcreof he being very impatient, and 
not daring with ciubbe and fift to reuenge it, leſt thereby 
hee ſhould pꝛocure his vnckles indignation, fo2 exceſſiue 
griefe, anger and ſoꝛrow, he would w2inckle his bzowcs, 
whet his teeth, and pull the haires from his head, which 
hie would ſcatter and thzow abzoad in franticke manner. 
And ik it had not beene moꝛe ſoꝛ the feare hee had to loſe 
his vnckles fauour, than the whipping he affured him⸗ 
lelfe would enſue the combate, the moſt part of them had 
felt the weight of his ſiſts. But the relpect of his vnckles 
louc and affection moued him to beare ſo long, vntill his 

heart was like fo bꝛeake with diſcontent, The boyes of 

the Citfy plaping vppon this aduantage, elpeciallp his 

Schole leliowes, knowing him to be bzed inthe Coun⸗ 

trep, 
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frey, banded themſelues together, made no leſſe to doe 
about him, than the other birds doe ofthe Dwle at none⸗ 


time, ifthey catch her abꝛoade in the waddes ; they o⸗ 
mitted no oppoztumtie to diſgrace him, epther by rims 
ing, oz railing vpon him, and wir cuery other deſpite 
their waggiſh bꝛaines could deniſe, they abuſed him: ma⸗ 
ny times they would foꝛge matters of diſozder, thercky 
to incenſe their maiſter againſt him, yca and moſt times 


When themſelues had committed the faultes woꝛthy of 
coꝛredion, they would thzull the blame vppon him. And 


although he had euer wit enough fo diſcharge and clere 

imſelle oftheir accuſations, by the inference of diuerſe 

zobabilities of the contrary : pet, becauſe they were a 
multitude , and hee onelp one, their teſtimony was als 
lowed, and her aſſuredly ſuſtained the puniſhment , be- 
cauſe the fact done, and their witneſſe imp2zoucd him, her 
not being able in particular to conuict any of them of the 
offence . And in the winter weuenings they enacted ma⸗ 
ny alewd ſtratagemne about the ſhoppes in their way ta 
the Schwle, as burſting glaſen wind wes, ouerthzow⸗ 
ing Milke maides pailes, pulling downe alles, and 


cruſhing out the linckes which were hung foꝛth to giue 


light to the Pallengers in the ſtreetes. And whenſocuer 
they were purſuco by any of the perſons houſe oꝛ family 
to whome theſe iniuries were done, thep hadde decreed 
that ſome ſhould betake themſelues to flight, as acccſiary 


and guilty ofthe treſpaſle, and that ſome others ſhoulve 
abide, as nothing conſenting to the ad, and willingly 


ſhould reueale and nominate the parties offending, which 
whoſoeuer they were, onely Dobſon was the man llan⸗ 
dered, though both innocent and ignozant, yet euer v- 
pon the next mozrowe, the lawe p2oceded , the caſe was 
determined againſt him, and he was found guilty by the 
generall verdict ofthe Jury , And to conciude, hee vppon 
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enery ſach occaſion ſaffered alwayes the puniſhment that 
others had deſerued: and theſccsntrinings of his felows 
were lo continuall , that they made him aimeſt wearie of 
his like, and ſo deſperate in the end, that he became in 
reſpect thereof, that he refolued rather than any further 
fo tollerate th is mil- vſage, either to runne his countrey, 
82 to fozſake his friendes and their company , eyther to 
ſet at naught his vnckies iniunctions, and ashecoulde 
catch any ofthem alone, whole malice he percetned to 
be endleſle againft him, fo pay them their debts in a di⸗ 
uels name. Long hee reſted doubtfull whether courſe to 
make choice of, and after much diſcuſſe and conſideratss 
on, he tonteiued, that to relinquiſh his vnckle and other 
his friendes in ſuch aſozt, were not his beſt booty, fo 
one way he ſhould thereby depꝛiue himſelfe of all theyz 
kinde eFection , and doc moze domage and diſgrace to 
them all, and his owne god name, than all their miſ⸗ 
cheeuous deuiſes could be able to cKect . Betaule the ru⸗ 
moꝛ of his departure, ſpꝛrading it ſeite th:ough all parts 
of the Towne , would make the people ſuſpeu him acceſs 
ſary of ſome notozicus treſpaſſe done againſt his vnckle, 
and fo2 feare of puniſhment fo to haue criled himſelte: ci⸗ 
ther that his vnckle might be a ſhꝛewd and curious man, 
fo; ſtrialy handling him, and that to auoyde his auſterity 
and hard vſage, hee had this put himſelfe te flight, eps 
ther of which conteits her colleded might be pꝛeiudiciall 
to them both. Againe, whither to runne oz direct his 
courſe, he knew not, vnleſſe it were home to his mother, 
who he was perſwaded would returne him backe with a 
very vengeaunce . And then (ſaide ber) with what face 
tan J loke bpon my vnckle , oz anꝝ other perſon of my 
acquaintance ? And to goe to any other place, alas who 
will entertaine oz receiue me, eucry ſtraunger will ſup⸗ 
pole the trueth, that A am runns from my friendes, and 


that

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that therefoze J am the moꝛe apt to doe the ſame from 
them, If J ſhall taſte any aſperitie oz cagre vſage, this 
wil be their imagination of me, and hereuppon euery 
man wil be afraide to admit me into his houſe, and what 
then will enſue of me: Ik not, either to ſtarue, begge, 03 
ſteale: ſo that this courſe, vpon theſe conſiderations, he 
reicced, as in no caſe to be pꝛoſecuted. and fozthe other, 
to fall to fiſty cuffes,to giue them as god as they bzoght, 
and to pay them home their loane, with vſurie, though 


his ſtomacke ſerued well thereto, and his deſire to deale 


bis almes amongſt them in ſuch a ſoꝛt, was no leſſe than 
to his dinner, pet be appꝛehended diuers inconuenientes 
imminent thereupon to enſue, to wit, his Maiſters re⸗ 
warde, which could be no leſſe woꝛth than twenty laſh⸗ 
es, at enery time hee ſhould hazard foz it, and the enmity 
ol his fellowes , and the wozſt that they could doe vnto 
bun beſides he was to exſpect, But both theſe two were 
in his cut already, and as a man would ſay, pzedeſtinate 
vnto him befoze either coate c2 ſhert. And therefozc ſc» 
ing it was his deſtiny, and a thing ineuitable, it was as 
god to haue ſome play fo2 his money, he thought, as to 
giue it away gratis. But then to curbe this reſolution 
came to his remembꝛaunte, the loſſe of his vncles god⸗ 
will and affection, if he ſhoald ſo violate his commaun⸗ 
dement, and doe againſt his owne pꝛomiſe: nap,at his 
vnckles handes her loked foz no better than either vtter 
eiection, oꝛ the ſeuereſt puniſhment he could inflict, What 
ſhall then pwze Dobſon determine to doe in the middeſt 
ol ſo many extreames, neuer a one whereofhath any we · 
dium; Alas poze ſoule ſaith he to himſelfe, and is there 
no remedy, but either like a patient Alle I muſt applie 
my backe to ſuppoꝛt all the burdens of my contumelious 
fellowes ſcoznes, deriſions, abuſings, and fozgeries, tos 
gether with mp maiſters mertileſſe and vntult puniſh- 
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ments, and the peoples vndeſerued exclamations, oz 
elſe needes mult J take me to my heles, and ſo runne 
away, making mp fete wozth two paire ok handes, 
and my.ſelfe ginlty of ſome filthy crime, neuer ſo much 
as once thought v:pon by me : oz ſhall J ſtand vnto the 
matter, and turne againe like a man, and purchaſe my 
libertie, although with the expence of the deareſt blood 
in my bzeath, and perhappes with the loſſe of my vn⸗ 
cles fauour, who if hee weigh well my cauſe, oz could 
vnderſtand how A am fozced thereunto, and that my 
reuenge is but equall and iuſt, hath no reaſon to be of- 
fended with me fo2 luch action. And certainelp, of all o⸗ 
ther it is mp moſt honourable decree , nepther is hee ſo 
auſtere, ffterne , o2 ſcarce ot god nature, but that rea⸗ 
ſon will perſwade him, and foz once J will attempt 
him: The other courles are not onelp euilles, but ig⸗ 
nominious, and where all are inconueniences, it ts 
Well allowed, that J make choice of the leaſt in appa⸗ 
rance: and herewith he ſettled his purpole, that the 
next time they occafioned him by any of their accuſtomd 
pꝛactiſes, o2 ſet any new ſnare wherein to catch him, 
he _— hazard to hang ſome ol them by the necke, if he 
could, 

Long it was not befpge they thus conſulted againſt 
him: in the Citty neare vnto the gate called Chappell 
Barre, was dwelling a Haberdacher, who had a very 
faire wife, and as it was alſo repozted, a merry diſpo⸗ 
ſed wench, a god companion among Gallants, when 
Ge could pꝛocure her huſbands abſence, cyther get a gol⸗ 
ſiping. All the crew of Venus attendants Maring tell of 
her beauty, witte , and god fellowſhip, repayzed to hir 
company, ſupplicating foz Loues troph&s , and the 
ſpople of her honeſty , whercof (as the rumour went) 
ſhe was no great niggard, pet amongſt all the number, 


ts 
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cher moſt affected a Butcher ofthe Citty , and her next 
neighbour , who the moe to content her humour, con⸗ 
tinued in a Batchellozs eſtate, though a man, of per⸗ 
ſonage very pꝛoper, and much defired of a multitude of 
Maides in the cittie, who ſpared not (ſo farre as mo⸗ 
deſty permitted) to ſollicite his loue. But hee reſerued 
their exſpectations , therewithall to applaude the con- 
tents of this gallant Dame, and ſhe (as it was genes 
rally coniectured) vſed him with no leſſe kindeneſſe than 
her huſband , affwꝛding fo him all his deſires as oppo2- 
tunities ſerued her therevnto: and ſo often as her huſ- 
band had occaſions to abſent himſelfe , by reaſon of his 
going to Faires and Markets and other like neceCarie 
buſineſſe in the Countrey , ſhe& would giue intelligence 
thereof to the Butcher, who neuer failed to ſupply her 
defect in eucry pont, as if he had bene the Baberda⸗ 
ſher: Their familtarity and acquaintance, at the length, 
grew ſo publike, that cuery coʒner ofthe Citty was ſil⸗ 


led with the repoꝛt thereo?, and moſt men eſteemed the 


Haberdacher free merchant in Cuckolds rowe: But thee 
fkanding vpon the Pantophles of her honeſty , thought 
coꝛne to be tolde that Buckes had hoznes, oz that Ta- 
uernes were taken open Annes, and therefoze, ſo often 
as ſhe was trodden vppon the toes, as diuers times in 

uarrels with her neighbours ſhe was let to vnderſtand 

ow the verdite paſſed as concerning her honelty, ſhee 
would foz\wth perſwade her huſband that it was a ſufti- 
cient action ta call ſuch perſons befoze the Chancello of 
the Spiritualties , andeyther in the publique Court to 
pzwue what they had ſlaundered her withs!l, oz they 
failing therein, Choulde fozthwith bee conſtrapned to 
2 her lawfyll ſatiſtagion fog ſo iniurious coſtes and 

rages, 


And 
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And this ſhe continually ſuggeſted her huſband vntd, 
riot vppon the knowledge of her innocency, but onely of 
purpoſe to cloude the pwze cuckoldes epe-fight, and that 
vnder this pꝛetext and chalenge, ſhe might infinnate her 
ſelfe into her huſbands god conceit, and the better cloake 
her knaueries:and by theſe glozions ſhewes and painted 
deuiles, ſhe ſo much pꝛeuailed with him, that he really 
beleeuing that ſhe was a mirroz of true modeſty, and en⸗ 
uied onelp by her neighbours, becauſe ſhe exceeded them 
in beauty, whereby he thought ſome iealouſies they had 
leſt ſhe might allure from them their denoted ſeruilours 
and affected friends, he walked on foꝛward like a ſnaile 
with a houſe on her head, who no ſoner loketh fozth,but 
her hoznes are eſpyed, thc poꝛe fole therefoze relying 
mo2e confidence in his wifcs flatteries , who notwiths 
ſtanding all her bꝛauadoes, would haue beene very loth 
that matters ſhould haue come to the ſcanning: then his 
neighbours certaine and aſſured coniecures ſuppoſing 
his wife to be one of thoſe innocent ſoules, who were in- 
tyrioufly flanndered and perſecuted foz her conſcience 
ſake, cauſed two honeſt matrons ofthe citty, the one a 
D2aper , the other an Apothecaries wife, to be ſommo⸗ 
ned befoze the Commilſary , and there, either to make 
god ſuch ſcandalous and oppzobzions ſpeeches, as lately 
in their fallings out they had taxed her withall:not being 
able to manifeſt the ſame, he deſtred the Commiſſary 
that they might be iniopned to aſke his wife fo2ginenes, 
in the Court, Church, and market, in part of ſatiſfaction 
foz her credite and god name, lo depꝛaued and bzought 
in queſtion. But alas pwze man, he had fo:got that the 
moze the durt is ſtirred, the greater ſtinch it pteldes, and 
that whereas befoze he was but ſaſpeced to be a tuckold, 
that now, if it were in their power to pꝛoue it certaive, 
they would rather doe it, than hazard the penalty ofthe 
law: 
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lawe: But he, J ſay, nothing miſtruſting his wifes de⸗ 
fence was very earneſt in the ma{ter, and ſo hotlp pꝛel⸗ 
ſed them, as they could not auopde him without their 
owne pꝛeiudice, vntill they made apparant by ſuch in- 
ſtances, as his wife was not able to impzwne , and 


fo whome the bird in Pate ſings the double nate, cucko. 
So when the caſe was ſubſtantially diſcuſſed, and ſen- 
tente to be giuen, the two matrons were diſcharged free, 

and he confirmed a cucksld by the oꝛder of the Court. 
Yercupon ſuch poeticall bꝛaines as were reſident in 
the Citty, to whome intelligence was giuen of the cir- 
cumſtances, rymed vpon the Haberdaſhers foꝛtune, and 
his wifes behauiour, the Schole-boyes ſung ballads 
thereok in euery ſtreete, and foz nine dapes there was no 
talke in requeſt, but to diſcourſe how the Þaberdaſher 
was knighted. The waggiſh mates who were Dob- 
ſons feltow ſchollers ſet their heades together, deuiſing 
how they might pꝛocure him theblocke, which they did 
thinke might eaſily be effected, if they could contriue a⸗ 
ny pageant, whereby to bewzay the Baberdathersdil- 
grace, and impoſe it vpon him: fo2 their maiſter was ſo 
much his friend, that he would not ſpare any ok them to 
ſatiſũe him foꝛ any offence by them committed fo his diſ⸗ 
honour, and ſo at laſt they concluded, ſome night. when 
the ſtrertes were at quiet, and none to diſturbe them, 
they would faſten to the appendix oner the Yaberdaſhs 
ers dwzeapaire ot bulls hoznes, with a pageant betwixt 
them, wherein they cauſed to be painted a man in his 
choppe ſelling hattes, and a Butcher in a parlour with 
his wife, his one arme folding and embꝛating her about 
the middle, and in his other hand he held a maſtiffe dag 
in a ſtring. Ouer their heads was hanging the ſimilitude 
ofa bird ſinging vpon ahowthozne , _— on his creſt hee 
bad 


themſelues bluſhed to pzoduce, that he was one e them 
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had curiouſly poꝛtraped a redde and greenebunch of fea s 

thers like acombe, fozth ofthe which ſpzowteda fapze 
paire ofſeemely hoꝛnes, of a bꝛanded colour, This they 
got ſet on by the helpe of a Smith of their acquaintance, 
and who bare ſome toth againſt the pwze Yaberdaſher, 
that ſo bolſtered the head of his hammer, that it koꝛced in 
the naile, without any nople making: And vnderneath 


th. pageant they placed theſe few lines wꝛitten in parch⸗ 


ment as followeth , ſubicribing George Dobſons name 


thereunto. 


Who hattes is heere diſpoſde to buy, 
T hefc hornes to him ſuch happe eſcry, 
That heere no hattes arc to be ſolde, 
Vnleſle it be for ſome cuckolde, 

Such t the maiſter ofthis ſhoppe, 
Such ſhall they be that with him choppe 
Or change an olde hatte fowa new, 

His bargaine he may happly rew. 

When on his browes are to beſcene, 
Such hornes as theſe and them betweene: 
Theſe glorious enſignes ofa knight, 
Who periſht his weapons in a fight,

But ſhe got victory on the morne,

It he deny this to be true, 
The Chancery Rolles can to you ſhew. 

That he adiudged is to be, 

A cuclcold of che belt degree: 


And we as Heraults him aſſigne 


Theſe 
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Theſe armes, for now, and after time. 

Thus is he bounden to his frends, 
That to him ſuch great fauorr lends: 
But you (good cuckold) take your ſleepe, 
The Butchers dog your doore doth keepe: 
And when youride to Hexamfairc, 
The maiſter will tum(cltcbe there. 

And thus wiſhing all hiealth to your hornes, 

I bid you good morrow, 
Gorge Dobſon. 


When theſe bzane wagges had perfourmed all theſe 
their deuiſes, foz that inſtant they went eucry man his 


wap home to bed: on the next moꝛrow, it being ſundap, 


the Haberdaſher and his family kept their bedoes lon⸗ 
ger than on the werke dapes they had beene accuſtomed, 
not hauing any greater buſineſle to goe about befoze ſer⸗ 
nice time, than onelp to make their maiſters apparrell 
readp, and wearied with oner-labouring themſelues 
the weeke pꝛecedent, they flept it out till Halfe houre paſt 
ſeauen, all which time the does being ſhutt, the ſigne 
ofthe hozne gaue a glozions ſhew to the paſſengers that 


came by, whercok there was god ſtoze that mozning, 


loʒ it was at that inſtant the werke wherein the alliſes 
were holden at Dunholme, and the Towne (in regard 
thereof) was full ol ſtrangers: no man paſſed by but hee 
ſurueighed the tznominy ofthe poze Yaberdalher, read⸗ 
ing the verſes vnderſet ſo many as could, others that had 
ns ſkill in letters, got them peruſed by (ach as could, and 
as they vnderſtode the contents, cuery man bleſled his 
fozehead from the Paberdaſher and his hattes, laughs 
ing apace, and making god ſpozte at the conceit of the 
ieaſt. After a while, the laſt come of his appꝛentices, 


whole cuſtome was to be ſirſt vp, and to make the fircs, 
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hearing ſach noiſe and concourſe of people about the 
ſhop, came haſtily ruſhing tothedo2es, and vnbolting 
the lame, ſet them open, to ſee what the ſtirre might be: 
but as the doꝛes fell open, he might eaſily perceine the 
cauſe of ſuch allembling of the people, and as one diſtra⸗ 
ted with this ſodaine aſped, he ftade amongſt them as 
one who at the ſight of Gorgons head had thereby beene 
tranſfozmed into a pillar of fone : the pcople laughed 
a god deale the moze at his aſtoniſhment , whereby the 
poꝛe bopes amazement and ſhame increaſed: but recol- 
Icing his ſpirits, he paced vp the ſtaires to his maiſterg 
chamber , where he was in bed with his honeſt miſtris, 
by whole carefull indeuour hee was pꝛomoted to the 02- 
der ofthe fozked knights, whoſe ſcutchion and coate ars 
mour is the bugle hozne. The Yaberdaſher nothing 
leſſe exſpeding, was by his appꝛentice info2zmed of all 
what was to be ſcene : at the relation whereof he leaped 
fo:th of his bed, reaching to his lwozd, which hung be⸗ 
fides him in the chamber, and caſting onely his gowne 
about him, without any other clothes, he ranne downe 
the ſtaires, as a man newly bereft of his wittes, and in. 
furious and moſt terrible manner aſſaulting the hoznes, 
bee all fo batterd and cut them trom the dozes, and tears 
ing off the ſcrowle, he rent it into peetes: at which ſpecs ⸗ 
tacle the people were ready to die with laughing. But 
the Baberdaſher hauing got the field, and giuen his ene⸗ 
mies theouerthzow, not ſo much as bidding his neigh⸗ 
bours gad moꝛrow, he returned againe into his houſe, ſo 
afflicted with ſhame and griefe, as all that dap he coulde 
Kot acquiet himſelfe, but tared vp and downe like a bed⸗ 
lam, exclaiming againſt his wife , and accurſing the 
time wherein he came firſt acquainted with her, thus 
(by her lewd and naughty carriage) to become the ſcozne 
of the wozlde ; but fhe& with gentle and calme ow 
"ug 
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ſought to femper his paſſions, pꝛaping him fo pardon 
what was paſt, and ſhe would vow and pꝛomiſe foz e⸗ 
nerhereafter, to liue ſo ſoberly and ſo modeſtly , as hee 
ſhould thinke himſelfe ſufficiently ſatiſfied foz hir fozmer 
mildemeanour : and further alſo ſhe perſwaded him not 
to permitte ſo ſhamefull a diſgrace to paſſe vnreuenged, 
and therefoꝛe ſhee moued him to charge fir Toma: with 
the lame befoze the Deane and Chapiter of the houle, al⸗ 
ſuring him, that they would enfozce him vppon his conl⸗ 
cience to diſcloſe lo much as hee knew thereor, fo2 (tayds 
the) albeit the boy be very waggith,and apt enough to e⸗ 
recute ſo much knauery as he can bethinke, vet do J not 
perſwade my lelfe that he could inuent this, and hang it 
bp in ſuch a ſozt, without the alliſtance of ſome moze 
ſuttle bzaine than his owne , and therefoze fir 7 hm 
being accuſed thereof befoze his maiſters , will cyther 
confeſſe the ſame vpon their intunction and commaund, 
(ik he haue bene a facto; therein:) oz othcrwile, if he be 
ignozant, yet ſhall he be vrged (fo2 his owne diſcharge) 
fo conſtraine his nephue to vnfold the truth of the whole 
matter. 

The poꝛe fole not conſidering that this courſe was 
fill a meane to publiſh and divulge his further inkamie, 
followed his wines aduice,and waited his time without 
acquainting ſir Thomas of his intent, he repaired to the 
Deane at luch time, when hee and the reſidue of the pꝛe⸗ 
bends were aſſemblsd in their Chapter-honſe, to confer 
ok certaine leaſes tobe demiſed, and the refozmation of 
ſome diſoꝛders in the Church men: hee being admitted 
into the Chapter houſe, requeſted P. Deanes and their 
fauours,dcſiring that ſir Themas might bee called befoze 
them, that he might libcrally dilburſle his minde, and 
freely lay open his griefe withall, beſeeching them that 
Accozding to their accuſtomed ſincerilie and pious conſi- 
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derations,they would grant him infkice againff fir 75. 
ms, ſu farre as the equitie of his cauſe might ſeem to re⸗ 
quire, which they pꝛomiſed to doez and ſending foz ſir 
Toma, Who immedtatly pꝛeſented himſe lle, thep willed 
the HBabberdaſher to pꝛoceed with what hee had to ſay 
who amply related at large the ſetting vp of the hozncs, 
with the ſcrowles annered, and the ſhame hee ſuſtained 
thereby, and adding, he ſayd; ſir Thomas this was either 
p:operly your own ac, o otherwiſe it was done by your 
direction, foꝛ vnto the ſcrole was fublcribed the name of 
vour nephew. George Dobſon: and therefoze god maſter 
Deane l ſaid he) let ſir Thomas be intoyned to ſhewe bis 
purpoſe therein, and to make me amends, oz J ſhall com⸗ 
plaine vpon you all to higher powers, who J truſt wil res 
medie my caſe, and affoꝛd mee law and iuſtice agaiaſt 
vou all, foz the negled of my ſatiſfaction; fo2 you ought 
to inlfriud ſuch ignoꝛant people (as my ſelte) not onely 
by god and wholeſome doctrine,but alſo by the example 
of a holy and godly life, and if hath not been heard of in 
any mans age, that euer any ſuch abuſe hath been deut- 
ſed by any of the Clergie, as this which hath beene pꝛa⸗ 
cizcd vpon me: and therefo2ze 3 ſue to you M. Deane, 
and the reſt of pour bzother-hod, that J, as Jam pubs 
likely diſgraced therebp, ſo at the next time of the Selli⸗ 
ons, ſir Thomas in the face of the Judges of Alliſes, and 
the people there aſſembled, ſhall confeſſe his miſdoing, 
and vpon his knees ſhall aſke me and my wife fo2gine- 
nelle,fo2certainely,J am perſwaded, that albcit his Ne- 
phew ſermeth to take it vnto him, yet can it be ns other, 
then ſir Themas his deuiſe: fo2 which (J ſay) if you doe 
not conſtraine him in this fozme to ſatiſfie me, J ſhall 
ſpeake ſhame of pou all, aſlure my ſelfe that pou haue 
bee all thercunto aſſenting as much as he, and here⸗ 
with in a great chale he was reade to depart, without 
bearing 
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hearing of Dir Thomas his reply, either M. Deanes ver 
dict, who laughed full heartily at the Þabberdaſhers im⸗ 
| patience, and his hot inuectiue made againſt ſir Tm. 
But dillembling it as much as poſſibly he could, coue⸗ 
ring his face with his gowne lleue, her intreated the 
Vabberdachers placable audience, fill fir Thomas had 
made anſwer to his obiection; wherein ik he did not fully 
diſcharge and acquit himſelfe, he ſwoꝛe to him vpon his 
' holincſle, that both fir Themes, aud his Nephew like- 
| Wiſe hould vndergoe, either that,o2 any other penance: 
; notwithſtanding(ſaid M. Dean) that J could wiſh,you 
/  Wouldadmit of ſome other ſatiſfagion moze to your 
 ownecommoditie, and with moze late eſcape of your 
credit. Foz ſay that ſir Thomas ſhould perfozme all that 
pou deſire, pet if there be any cauſe of pꝛobabilitie, that 
pour wife hath faulted to you, though but in ſuſpect as 
mongſt pour neighbours, yet this action miniſtring oc⸗ 
taſion to ſtrangers fo make inquirie of the matter as 
monglt their acquaintances in the towne, and ſhall ther⸗ 
by vnderſtand their cenſures and opinions, it wili but 
make the infamie the moꝛe notoꝛious, that he doth it vp⸗ 
on Iniunction, and feare leſt that if he ſhould retuſe ſo 
fo doe, he ſhould be depziued of his Benefices and diſs 
graded: others will coniccture, that he doth it the moze 
to nofifie your diſgrace,and your wifes ill demeanoz, to 
the ende that ſhe perceiuing her ſhame to be publiſhed, 
may be fo2ced to cozrec her carriage; foz vnleſſe my me⸗ | 
moꝛie do taile me,x vnderſtand by the Chanceloz of our 1 
ſpiritnallties , that to much hath bene pꝛoued again | 
her. And ik ſir Thomas then ſhould firſt acknowledge the 1 


ſetting vp of the ſaid hoꝛnes which ſtuffeth this your ſto- T4 
make, and it can digeſt no better courſe but renenge, | 
and after that he hath made the ſame acknowledgement, 1 


tall reply and inferre, that hee bath done no moze — f | 
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bath bene pꝛwued in open Court, to bee due fo ſuch difs 
honeſt dealings, and ſhall alſo adduce the ſame Teſtilũ⸗ 
cants,that were witneſſes againſt her in the Chancery, 
where will then pour amends be had, ſhall not then pour 
matter be wozſe then at the beginning, yea certainelp. 
But howlocuer, J am very willing that you haue tus 
ſkice, and whatſocucr penaltie the law will tmpoſe foz ſo 
indigne an action if he cannot cleare himſelfe hee ſhall as 
bide it, but tis conuenientt we put him to his purgation, 
and heare what anſwere he can make, and turning his 
face teward ſir Themas, he thus framed his ſpeach. 

J doe not a little meruaile, that you ſir Thomat, ſhould 
ſhew your ſelfe ſo ſcarce of reaſon, oꝛ ciuilitie;nay,ſo void 
of the feare of S od and the reſpect of your function, and 
the nod eſtimate of vs all, whoſe credites muſt needs be 
blemiſhed,if vou haue had a hand herrein, oꝛ meddled in 
ſuch irreligious tomplots, to the vtter defamation of anp 
perſon, with ſuch hazzard of ther lines and ſoules. Foz if 
on the ſhame therof they had laid violent hands on them 
ſelues, deſperatelp kild ech other, what a hoꝛrible ſin had 
pou beene guiltie of and attaint? J grant it is pour office, 
Vitia improbare, turpitudinem, redarguere, & fratrem peccan 
tem admonere : but it is to be dene Suauiter & ſins amari- 
tudine, and with Noah: bleſſed ſonne we mult rather take 
the mantle from our owne backs, to couer therewith our 
brothers nakedneſſe,then with wicked Cham, lay open 
our fathers ſhame to the view of the wozld; which ik we 
doe, we are to expect no better reward then was his, to 
wit, the malediction of our heanenly and celeſtiall fas 
ther, and therefoze without inference of many circum- 
ſtances, it pou be giltie J doe charge you vpon pour cons 
ſctence,P2teſt-hod, and the dutie you owe vnto God 
and our fellowſhip, ina wozd ſincerely to conkeſſe if, 
and ik vou be ignozant there of oz not allenting there- 
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fo, your oath ſhall ſuffice to ſafiſfie both vs and this 
honeſt man; and therewith he cauſed a boke fo be cary- 
ed to ſir Thomas, wherevppon he depoſed as followeth: 
Bp the contents of this holy Bible, by the loue J owe 
vnto Almightie God, and by my obedience vnto this 
place and ſocietie, vpon the infegritie of my conſcience, 
and the honoꝛ of my P2ieſt hod: Jam innocent ofcue- 
ry paticular wherewith this man chargeth me, and this 
is the firſt time that euer J heard of it. And alſo J pzo- 
teſt, that it my Nephew haue bene an Agent herein, J 
ſhall firſt giue him (ach puniſhment as he hath deſer⸗ 
ued, and after J ſhall exclude and renounce him foz euer: 
and therewith he kiſſed the boke, and ſurrendzed it a⸗ 
gaine, Whereat god-man Goſe was cleane quattcd, 
and not able to bzing any further pꝛo'e, departed a 
mozeknowne cuckolde than befoze , aad ſo continued 
all his lifc long, 
Sir Thomas being alſo diſmiſſed from the Chapter houſe, 
could not be contented vntill he had further inquired of 
this matter, and ſo going to the ſchale, he cxamined his 
nephew of the ſame , in the pꝛeſence of his maiſter, and 
the ſchollers, of whome there were diuerſe, which did e⸗ 
uidence againſt him, both falſely, and vpon malice,clpe- 
ctally they who were the pꝛincipall offendo2s, as a Tan⸗ 
ner and Painters ſonnes, who faccd him downe, that he 
beſpoke them to pꝛouide him of the ſignes which were let 
vp, and which they (miſtruſting no ſuch matter) affo2s 
ded him. But hereunto he anſwered with an vndaunted 
courage, that they iniurioullp belyed him, and alledged 
fo many reaſons as his childiſh bꝛaine could pꝛopound to 
imp2one their aſſertions., but no reaſon would excuſe 
him, their teſtimony was alowed, and he ſharpelp bea- 
ten, which he not knowing how to auopde, he toke pa⸗ 
tiently foz the time, pet he pꝛoteſted * he was not me 
le 
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lie innotent, but ignozant of the matter, and reſolued, 
that ſceing it was ſo, that it was all one with him, to be a 
thieke, and to be but onely ſulpected, he altered his pur⸗ 
poſe as Ployden did the Caſe, reuenged his owne iniuries, 
without reſpect ok either his vncles pleaſures, oz his mats 
ſters puniſhments, and ſo that day in their going home 
to dinner, he dealt his bencuolence, and paped ſo ſounds 
ly his falle witneſſes, that he cauſed them to ſing =nſerere, 
and befoze his vucle to tonfeſle the tructh of the matter, 
and their pꝛincipall intent. Whereofhis vncle much re⸗ 
iopcing, and vnderſtanding his innocencie, moued them 
to declare the ſame befoze their maiſter, firſt taking his 
pꝛomiſe fo pardon their offence: foz (aieth be) their ac⸗ 
knowledgement ſhal free them from punichment, which 
their maſter granting, they vnfolded cuerp circumſtance, 
which he particularly related againe to maiſter Deane 
and the pꝛebends, who much commending his nephew, 
willed ſir Thoma to place him at the ſinging ſchole, and 
pꝛomiſed, that ſo ſone as he could kepe any conſozf, oz 
beare a part, chey would bencfice him in the Cathedzall, 
Fo2 which he humbly thanking them, departed home in 
great content and peace of minde,

Y Gd) entred the liſts ,. and fought the combate 
Me with ſome one oz other of his feilowes, 
wherein foztuneſo much favoured him, as 


the alwayes grauntcd him victozy , and 
be 
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bee bzought them vnto ſuch laucry and ſubiection, that 
howſoeuer he vſed them, complaine thep durſt not, vn⸗ 
leſle the hurt were ſo apparant as that it could not be co- 


uered krom their maiſters ſight, neyther then vpon era - 
mination dared any of them taxe him therewith, valeſſe 
himſelfe did confeſſe the matter, which hee alwapes did 
with ſuch dexteritie, as he alwapes ſuffictently diſchars 
ged himſelfe, and thzuſt the blame vpon the party iniuri- 
ed, whereunto no man vled any contradiction : and the 
maiſter , in reſpecthe had found foꝛth their pzactiſes a- 
gainſt him in foꝛmer time, the rather twke his wozd, and 
the leſſe belteued them, whereby enſucd to him a great 
deale of quiet: foz they ſeeing him ſo ſtand to himſelfe, 
man fozth his owne matter, and the maiſter ſo much on 
his ſide, that it was not poſſible to ſeparate him from his 
god conceiued opinion, by little and little they deſiſted 
from further abuſing him, contenting themſelues with 
onely laughing at him in ſecret . His vncle alſo became 
ſo hopefull of his well doing, that he likewiſe turned 


- adeafe eare to all complaints that came againſt him, i⸗ 


magining that ſuch were rather vrged of mallice, as in 
fozmer times than vppon any deſert, and ſo whenas he 
could perfitly wꝛite and reade, he remwued him thence 
fo the ſinging ſchole , where he p2ofited ſo well, that in 
ſhozt time he was fit foꝛ a Choziſkers rowme , which to 
him was granted vpon the firſt motion made the Deane 
himſelfe inſtalled him, and of his owne p2oper charge 
furniſhed him with gowne and ſurpleſſe, commaunding 
his vncle to reſerue the benefit of his place fo2 his pꝛefer⸗ 
ment to the vniuerſitp of Cambriage oz Oxford, when hee 


Gould be ſufficient to be ſent thither. His vncle no ſmall 


man in regard aiſter Deane ſo much reſpected his ne⸗ 
phew , fitted him of cncry thing conuenient to his eſtate, 
not permitting him to want any thing that the boy wold

demaund oꝛ ſay was needefal : and perteiuing his bnels 
ſo much fo dote vpon him, he plaid the wagge with moze 
libertie tyen befo2e, and being growne vp to a god ſtur⸗ 
dy ladde, he firſt ſo handled the matter, that he became 
captaine of Scholes, and ſo hampered the whole multi⸗ 
tude as no man dared to offend him, but ſfudied by all 
poſſible means to inueſt themſelues into his fanoz and 
frien dchip, whereok they being poſſe ſled, thought them⸗ 
ſelues as ſure as if they had bene ſhutt vp in Marke cas 
ſtel, foꝛ to his fauourites none pꝛeſumed to offer iniury, 
o2 make complaint vpon them, neither the Aſher aduen⸗ 


tured to puniſh foꝛ what offence ſoeuer; but by his con- 


niucncy, ſo much he leared his diſpleaſure, whereof he 
had vpon occaſions taſted, and hauing beene once vnder 
him at ſhzift , hee found him ſo ria in the impoſition of 
penaunce, that hee neuer deſired afterward fo vſe him 
any moze foz a ghoſtly father, and the matter tame thus 
to effect. There was in the ſchole one Nahe bares whom 
Dobſon highly loued, and moze eſteemed of, than ot all o⸗ 
ther fellowes, both in regard hee was boꝛne in the coun⸗ 
try, and allo fo2 that his manners and conditions were 
moꝛe coꝛreſpondent to his humour than any others in 
that place: This Rakevarnes one day when be ſuppoſed 
that they ſhold haue licence fopaſtime themſelues in the 
fields, bꝛought with him to the lehwle his artillery, pur⸗ 
poſing to beſtow that after none in ſhoting , but his ex⸗ 
ſpectations pꝛoued fruſtrate, foz their ſuperioʒ Maiſter 
Bromeley Was at the ſame inſtant by his acquaintaunce 
inuited into the towne to a banquet , where he tonceiu⸗ 
ing to be longer detained from ſchole than he could haue 
wiſhed, referred to the vſher the whole charge thereof, 
taking with him onely Deb/on, becauſe hee was a pleas 
ſantly diſpoſed gueſt, and apt fo incite laughing, as alſo 
bauing a tunable voyce to aſſiſt him, if his company - 
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led fo2a Dong, the Uher ſet in the top of his triumph, 
fo manifeſt his authozity, was ſo pꝛeciſe, that at no ins 
freaty ofgentlemen he would condeſcend to let the ſchol⸗ 
lers goe avzoad , notwithſtanding diuers of god reſpect 
made ſute fo2 the ſameʒ all of whom he ſhakd off with an 
abſolute deniall; but ſome of them ſcoꝛning to be to im⸗ 
poꝛztunate, either to haue him thinke that they reſpected 
foreſt beholden to him foꝛ ſo ſimple a fauour, ſent ts mas 
ſer Bromeley himſelle, who willingly aſſented to their re⸗ 
queſts and diſmiſſed the ſchollers, notwithſtanding mas 
ſter Uſher his repugnancie to the contrary, and albeit 
that the day was farre gone befoze they were ſet at liber⸗ 


tie, yet Ratkebaines pꝛotured ſome of his beſt acquain⸗ 


tances to ſpend ſo much thereof as remained in ſhotiug. 

And returning home towards night, in a valiep be⸗ 
twixt the riuer and the wod,which banketh the riuer all 
alongſt as it enuironeth the cit ty, he cſpted M. Uther at 
his meditations, whoſe pzeſence his ſtomacke was not 
able to digeſt foꝛ that hee had ſo peremptozily ab2idged 


them ok that dapes recreation. And ſo ſpeaking to his 


compantons, by my trueth (ſaith he) J diſcouer a Woods 


- cocke by the water ſide, and J could find in heart to pick 


his head to the bones, and giue my dogges his fleſh, fa 
doe J loue him, I would J were in France, bpon conditi⸗ 
on his noſe were of equall ſile with a natural wodtocks 
bill, 5 ſhould make a tommoditie of his picture , J am 
allured, if not of the reall ſubſtancs: Well fir William, 
though J bee not of ſtrength lufficient fo deale with you 


at handy ſtroakes, and beat wit into your woden head, 


pct my heart is god enough to hazzard with von at the 
ſpeares point: and as Hercules, vnable with ſpede of fat 
to guertake the Cextavre, running away with his faireſt 
Deinira, (cnt à meſſenger to tap him till his comming; lo 
my ſelfe acknowledging my —_— and weakeneſſe 
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to diſ-inable me to cloſe with yon in armes, will neuer⸗ 
thelcſſe fight afarre off, and diſpatch my poſte,by whoſe 
ſpeedy blaſt, you ſhall be let to vnderſt and how dearly J 
affcc pou: and thercwithall pulling an arrow from vn- 
der his girdle, he ſent it with a right god will, to bid fir 
W:am god Cuenſong, which lighting vppon the ſkirt 
of his gowne behinde, only feared him without any fur⸗ | 
ther harme. But he turning about, and ſeeing from 
whence the flight was ſent, ſet himſelfe backe to mete 
them at the bztdge fofe, where making inquirie of the 
matter, the whole caſe was vnfolded and Rackedarn: at⸗ 
fainted, 
The next mozrow he complained to P. Bromley, and 
cauſed poꝛe /ame- to be laſhed, at which Dobſon ſtoꝛming 


made no great extcrio2 ſhewe, pet purpoſed in heart to a 
take a condigne reuenge vpon ſir 7/4/54 when oppoztus | 
nitie ſerued, which he perfozmed within a ſhozt time al⸗ | 
ter, as you ſhall hcare, | 

Sir Miliam had a chamber neere to M. Deanes own | 


todging,and the foze-do2e opening into the great pard, 
(commonly called the Abbey garth, 1t had alſo a backe 
do2e, by the which he might paſſe thzough P. Deanes 
kitchin garden info the Cathedzall,as alſo when it plea- 
ſcd him to take the benefite of the ſame, there hee might 
walke, oꝛ ercrciſe any other recreation by M. Deanes li⸗ | 
cence, who foz that he eſteemed him a very honeft pong 
man, and a painefull in ſchole matters, authoziſed him 
to vſe the eaſcment thereof: in acozner of this Garden 
was built a houſe ſoꝛ P. Deane his Poultcte, where hee 
a bad alwapes great ſtoze feeding foz his pꝛouiſion, both 
Turkies, Capons, Fezants,and other of like ſozt, Del. 
/on therefoze vppon this iniury done to his friend, conti⸗ 
nually freubled his bzaine foz reuenge, and after aduiſe⸗ 
ments, he ſuppoſed he could ns way ſo ſufficiently come 
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quit with him, as fo deniſe ſome meane whcreby to pꝛo⸗ 
cure him P. Deanes alienation of god will, and loſſe 
of god liking; being therefoze very intimate and kamili⸗ 
ar with the Bop that attended him in his chamber, he 
was particularly infe2med of fir Villiam whole courſe 
and deme ano2, aud of all the benefits of his lodging. 
Deh/on then thinking that in reſpcc ſir Yliam onely had 
a cceſſe into this gar den, that ifhe could dꝛawe the boyes 
allent vnto the pꝛaalſe of any knauerp, either in the gar 
den oꝛ about the Poultrie, that there might be occaſions? 
god enough to ſet maſter Deanes ſtomacke againſt him: 
became ſo entire with the boy as in ſhozt ſpace he pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed fo concurre with Don fo; the making vppc ofany 
ieaſt, that might not tend to his own extreame pzetudice, 
and his maiſters vtter inkamy. Foꝛ which Dobſon pꝛo⸗ 
teſting to regratiate both him, and to haue tare ot the cir⸗ 
tumſtances, lap ſtill in waite, when he might take fir 
William napping, oz fittely effed any thing whereby to 
wozke him ſome notable ſhamez in the winter time 
when a lnowe kell, he came to the Chamberlaine defir- 
ing him to affoꝛd him a paire of fir #/4ami ſhoes, and 
that the ſame night when ſir William ſhould be aſlœpe, 
that he would ſuffer him to enter the woddepard, where 
(ſaith he) J wil be ſo hardy as to take away one of maſter 
Deanes fatteſt Turkies, wherewith we will make mer⸗ 
ry and laugh in ſome tonuenient place in the towne. O 
God foꝛbid ſaid the Chamberer, foz when the Turkie is 
wanting they will ſtraight ſuſpect me, becauſe J onely, 
and my maiſter the Deanes Poulterer excepted, haue res 
courſe into that place, and fo2 my maiſter they know him 
honeſt enough, neither will they conceiue any iealouſis 
of him, but pzeſently they will accuſe and alſo tauſe mes 
tobe puniſhed. Not ſo quoth Dohſon foꝛ to pꝛeuent them 
therein J deſire to haue fir amt ſhoes, that they yy 
0 9. 
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ſe that the p2intleftin the ſnowe is of a mans fofe, not 
ofa boyes, which ſight will aſſuredly acquit thee : and 
knowing fir 94am: honeſtie in all fozmer times, they 
will bebzought to that exigent , that they ſhall not know 
what to doe oꝛ lap: and heereupon they will be enfozced 
fo concealeit, leſt if accuſing thy maſter, the blame be 
thꝛuſt vpon themſelues. The boy loath to diſpleaſe Doë- 
Fon, 02 to hazard his godwill, condiſcended to his deſires, 
lent him a paire of his maſters ſhocs,and at his time ap⸗ 
pointed permitted him to haue free paſſage thꝛough the 
houſe into the wodyard, from whence hc toke away the 
fatteſt Turkie to his knowledge, and quietly conueping 
him by the ſame paſſage, leauing the ſhoes with the boy 
in the Chamber, he carried the T urky to be dꝛelled in 
the towne at a Cokes houſe of his acquaintance, where⸗ 
with hee feaſted ſuch of his friends as he made choice of, 
laughing to conſider how he intended to blonke ſir i- 
am: ſo when the moꝛning came he tonueped himlelke be⸗ 
times to his vncles chamber, which was alſo in the ſame 
court, and had one window lighting into the ſame wod⸗ 
pard, thither he ſecretly conueped himlelfe to attend the 
Poulterers tomming to ſerue his birdes, who about his 
o2dinary time came to bzing them meate, and to ſc it he 
had all his number, where he miſſed (by the head) the 
Turky that was ſtollen. This want being extraozdi⸗ 
narp, amazed him: and h& could not deuiſe how it ſhould 
come to paſſe, ifeither ſome weaſell, ſtot, oꝛ poulecat had 
not deuoured her. But then againe he conſidered that ſo 
little a beaſt could not ſo diſpatch him, but that there 
would haue bene left ſome remainder neither could he 
diſcerne which way any ſuch vermine could haue accefſe 
vnto that place. To thinke that he was ſtollen, was but 
a mere imagination, as he ſuppoſed , ſince there was no 
way left to theeues, ſo that what to cenſure oor hee 
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was alfogether ignozant. 

But while that he food in this doubt and perplexitie, 
incertaine what to do oz determine vpon, ſuddenly tur- 
ning himſelfe about, he obſerued in the ſnow the pꝛint of 
a mans kot, which he traced from thence to Sir William: 
backe doze, where he perceined the entry of the ſame, 
and the exit likewiſe , which put him into a greater exta⸗ 
fie then befoze : ſometimes he thought without further 
queſtion this way hath my Paiſters Turky beene con- 
ueped: and pet J mule who ſhould do it, fo2 I map bet 
well aCured that Str Willlam would not ſo tricke me fo; 
a wozld of riches, neither hath it beene done by his con- 
ſent either knowledge: fo2 he pꝛomiled to my Maiſter 
on his credit, tgat ns other but himſelfe only and his boy 
that euer ſhould tome into that place, and then to charge 
him with ſo foule a fact were great folly, and fo my ſelfe 
it might pꝛoture great diſpleaſure. - Foz firſt, if 4 ſhould 
obiect this againſt him, neither will my Maſter giue any 
eare thereto, either beleeue it, ſo highly ſtandeth Sir /. 
liam in his fauour : neither will he fo2 any time hereafter 
thinke well ol me, fo2 bzoaching ſuch a flaunder. And 
holding this no expedient courſe, befoꝛe he pzocecded any 
farther in the matter, he returned into the kitchin, where 
he related to the Cokes what had chanced, requeſting 
them to aduiſe him what to do,whso came all fozth with 
him into the wo · pard to ſee how the caſe ſtod, & conld 
as little ſay to the matter as himſelfe: diners were their 
verdicts, and they varied all in their opinions: ſome ſti⸗ 
mulated him to charge Sir Willam with the ſtealth, os 
thers wiſhed him to beware what he did: ſome aduiſed 
him to infozme their Maſter, but the moſt part gaue him 
counſell to let it quietly paſſe, without making further to 
do about it, and rather to giue diligent attendance to the 


reſt; alleadging that it it 1 a ſtealth, ſeeing no 2 
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to be made concerning this, the theefe would hazard fo 
haue another, when he might be appzehended, and hes 
onely blamed and puniſhed who had committed the freſ- 
paſſe, But while they were thus diuided in their iudge⸗ 
ments, and as it were in mutinies among tyemſelues, 
Doeb/on as though he had been ignoꝛant of the whole caſe 
looking fœoꝛth at his Unckles chamber window, deſired 
to know the cauſe of ſuch their debatings , whereof they 
made a bziefe rehearlall. Alas, God helpe you, are you 
ſo ſimple as to thinke your aiſters Turky gone by any 
other meane,then by him the pꝛint of whoſe foot you find 
. in the ſnow: nay aſſure your ſelues, that whoſocucrs 
ſhoc that impꝛeſſion doth fitte, her is the perſon which 
bath committed the theft. And J would counſell you to 
| take hed how you charge Sir William therewith : foz als 
| 8; beit there be pꝛobable ſignes that it hath beene conneted 
thozow his chamber, yet his honeſty and god carriage 
is of ſuch regard, both with your Maſter, and the whole, 
as you ſhall incurre great blame by ſuch complaint, vn⸗ 
leſle you were able to pꝛoue it againſt him, and therein 


J do ſuppoſe pou will find difficulties, foz he hath neuer 
pet beene conuicted of any mildemeanoz , and therefoze 
take good aduiſe befoze you call him into queſtion. And 
in my opinion, to fre pou of pour iealoſie of him, it is 
the beſt courſe,to bozrow one of his ſhoes, by which you 
may take a ſure trial whether it be he oꝛ not: and ſo map 
pou Beale with moze ſecuritie, both in reſpec of him and 
pour ſelues. This counſell was contenting fo them all, 
and acco2ding to good reaſon. Knocking therefoze at 
his chamber deze, he being yet in bed, they mooued his 
chamberer foz one ot his ſhocs,who ſuſpetting the cauſe 
of their requeſt, much againſt his ſtomacke bꝛought to 
them one ofthe ſame which Deh/en had vſed in the ſtelth: 
Which agreeing equally with the pzint,they were 1 
verp 
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but Do5/o» was not a little ioyfull to ſe his deniſe take 
ſuch foꝛtunate effect. The Poulfercr , as hee whom it 
moꝛe concerned then the reſt, called vp Sir William, and 
after ſome inuectiue ſpeeches, queſtioned him ofthe Tur⸗ 
kies ſtelth: but he much meruailing why they ſhould fo 
ſtrialy taxe him, when they had opened vnto him the 
likelyhods, inducing them to charge him; pꝛoteſted vp⸗ 
on the holy Bible, that himſelfe was cle&re and innocent 
of ſuch kellonp: and allured them further, that neither 
man noꝛ child had entrance that way by his meanes, oz 
vpon his knowledge: and as foz my bop (ſaith he) J dare 
alſo giue to you my woꝛd, that he ncuer commeth in 
plate, but when my ſelte am pꝛeſent; that is, when wee 
goe and come from ſeruice. But all this would not ſuf/ 
fice to excuſe Sir Vuliam, Dobſon ſo viged the Poulte- 
rer to infozme Maiſter Deane thereof: foz ( ſaith he) if 
you ſhall faile to do it, J will cauſe mp vncle to complain 
ol ou: foz otherwiſe Sir William clearing himſelfe in 
this manner, it may be ſuppoſcd, that my vncie oz J are 
acknowne thereof,becauſe our chamber window hath a 
pꝛoſpect into the wood-pardz but by pour patience fir, 
you ſhall not blocke vs ſo: and therefoze as you will an⸗ 
ſwere it when pou ſhall heare thereof, it is pour faireſt 


meane to fell frſt, leſt you bee let to vnderſtand the ſame 


fo your diſpleaſure. And thus backed with D⸗/ſen: 
thꝛeatnings, he acquainted his Paiſter with all as you 
haue heard. Maiſter Deane inraged againſt Sir ili 
am, ſent foz him, and in the pzeſence ofthe Pꝛebends exa⸗ 
mined him ofthe ſame, who pꝛoteſted as befoze, that he 
did not know thereof, Mell, (ſaid Maiſter Deane) Sir 
William, we will take your wozd, and pardon the fault, 
but pet the pꝛobabilitie of the matter maketh vs ts mil⸗ 
doubt you and from hencefozth wee will interrupt you 
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dery ſozrowfull and aſhamed in Sir Williams behalfe: 
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ol that walke,artd intreat you fo fake a little moꝛe paing 
and ave about. At which ſentence paſſed, Sir Piliam 
inivardly repined, that the peoples cares ſhould be fil- 
led with theſe ſuſpitions, and to haue his doꝛes ſhut vp. 
But ho wlocuer it greeued him, he muſt infozce his pati⸗ 
ence: and ſo with ſolemne pꝛoteſtation ot his innocencp, 
fo2 that time he departed home, both ſozrowiull and a⸗ 
ſhancd, 

Dobſon well pleaſed to haue pꝛotured him this dzie 
Bob af Paiſter Deanes hands, was pet notwithſtan⸗ 
ding not fully ſatiſucd with this reuenge of his friends 
wꝛong but determined pet further, when time ſerued, 
to pay him all that he had pꝛomiſed, ſcozning to dye in 
bis debt: and there22 continuing ſtil friendly with his 
Chamberlaine, he vnderſtod that Sir William was as 
bout a wife, a Parchants daughter in the Towne, a 
p2ctty fiſgig girle, and who to humo2 Sir William, would 
many times repaire to his chamber, eſpecially in the 
Winter euenings, when the neighbours could not ſo wel 
obſerue her walkes as at other times when the dapes 
were longer, and the euenings moze lightſome: Dften- 
times ſhe would kerpe him company all the night, vntill 
fine of the clocke in the mozning, at which houre ſhe 
commonly departed , that ſhe might be at home betoze 
her father was vp e came ab2oad fozthof his chamber, 
who knew nothing of her vagaries which her mother 
permitted, vpon the confident truſt ſhe had in Sir Wl 
am his honeſt vlageofher, who had moned her hnſband 
and her iclfe in the matter, crauing their fauourable al⸗ 
ſents,of whom they conceiued a ſingular gad liking, and 
de ſired to accompliſch the match with him, conditionally 
that Paiſter Deane would afſure him his place by pats 
ten: during his life, but thereof he was quite hopelelle in 
reiped ot his late accident, and dared not to make ſuit 4 
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it; and thereuppon they deferred to giue their conſents, 
elpecial'y the merchant himſelfe , but the maide being 
much aftected ftaward him, and longing to be a miſtris 
in the Abbep, frequented his company as befoꝛe is ſaid : 
whercof Debſen being perfitcly inſtructed by the chambe- 
rer, laboured his wittes, without intermiſſion, how to 
gall ſir Williams delicates with ſome bitter ſirrope of diſ- 
grace: and hauing animble head and wozking bzaine,be 
thus effected his dꝛift, he learned ofthe boy what night 
they had appointed foz their next meeting at his maiſters 
chamber, which the boy diſcouered vnto him: but whie 
deſireſt thou to know, ſaid he, fearing ſome ſuch pzetence 
as befo2e he had dzawne him vnte: O nothing laid De- 
ſon, but if then thou couldſt be abſent, I ſhould be gladde 
to haue thy company at the ſigne of the Woare , where 3 
haue ſet downe that night to meete certaine Gentlemen 
ofthe countrep, to whome J haue pꝛomiſed a long, and 
à ſet of muſicke , and J ſhall thinke my ſelfe much in tzy 
debt ifthou wilt be there to ſing the Þeane amongſt vs, 
which if thou ſhalt doe, the leaſt parte of their liberalitie 
ſhall not be thine, 

Say no moze (ſapd the boy) fo2 if miſtris 7a»e hold her 
appopntment , and lodge with my maiſter all the night, 
ſo ſone as they are gone to bed, 2 will not faile to be one 
among vou, but if they lit vp all night, then J cannot be 
away, foꝛ that J mult be ſent into the towne foz wine, 02 
ſome other conceif, as they ſhall thinke god. N hy then 
ſaide Dobhon, this is all that we may reſolue, that ifſhe 
come acco2ding to pꝛomiſe, and occafion ſerue that thou 
mapeſt pꝛeſent thy ſeife with vs, then we ſhall haue thy 
company and if otherwiſe , thou ſhalt certifie nie, fo 
the end that we may pꝛouide another fo ſupply thy want: 
Chereol be you aſſured ſaide the bop, and make no doubt: 
that lufficeth , quoth Deen, and ſo _—_ 0 * 
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toke his direct courſe to his miſtris chamber, and Do5/ou 
his to ccrtaineofhis dereſt friends, whom her defired tg 
affo2d him their aſſiſtance in the ſtealing of a Diere the 
next tueſday enſuing, foꝛ ſaith he, a kinſwoman ofmine 
inthe country who longeth fo2 veniſon, hath ſent to mes 
to pꝛouide her « J haue both intreated foz her, and offe- 
red money, but cannot pꝛocure her a ſimple fe, and ra⸗ 
ther than ſhe (hall receiue harme foz the want thereof, J 
will hazard to fetch one fozth of Beares parke, ſo J may 
intrcate your god helpes. And if Foztune fauour our 
attempts, loke what ſhall! be moze than to ay her long⸗ 
ing, ſhall be at your owne diſpoſing , neither ſhall you 
fcare any inconuenience to come thereof: foz if that our 
chaunce ſhould be ſo crill as to be taken, à truſt well that 
my vnckle will wozke our attonement with Paiſter 


Deane, and ſet vs free from puniſhment, and in reſpect 


of that fauoz J ſhall reſt wholy yours at all times to pleas 
ſure you , Dobſons reputation was ſuch amongil the cas 
ualieroes in the citty, that he could not ſo eaſily requeſt, 
as they affent to effcc his deſires, aſſuring that to do him 
anie pleaſure, they were all at all times ready to abide a- 
ny penalty of the law, without exſpectation of fauonr, oz 
fozbearaunce : fo2 he ſaide , he who will and f@2th to 
help his friends necellity fo2 any feare, is not wozthy the 
name ofa god fellow, and thercefoze make choice of pour 
time,and we wil not be wanting to goe with you, which 
they perſo2med accoꝛding to his aſſignemeut, And by the 
helpe of their greyhounds, they quickely had killed their 
game, and fruſſing her vpon a hozſe , they bzonght her 
ſafely away , the Keepers that night neglecting their 
watch, Dobſon direded them fo an Inne in the towne, 
where he deſired them to attend his comming, which 
thould be within an houre after. And when he once ſup⸗ 
poſed them to be lale in the houſe , hes went to the kc&p- 


ers 
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ers Lodge in the Parke, willing them to riſe, fo2 this 
night, ſaieth her, one of pour diere is ſlaine and carried 
hence, as J coniecture, foz comming this evening to my 
vncle P-araves, J mette her vpon the ſhoulders of foure 
god tellowes, and (to my tudgement) ſhe is carried to ; 
fir Williamt chamber, the vſher of the ſinging ſchwle, fo 
that ik pour ſelfe did not beſtow her vpon him, 3 belene 
that there you ſhai find both hir and the parties that haue 
committed the llaughterz foꝛ among them J could perfit- 
ly diſcerne fir William, and his bzother Robert: what the 
other were J could not ſo well obſerue, fo2 they ſhunned 
my way alittle . and my lelfe was loath to be eſpied of 
them: and therefoze now that 3 haue diſcharged my lone 
and duety to maiſter Deane, and my god will to von: 
deale you herein as reaſon and the cauſe requircth , and 
herewith he departcd poſting after his companions as he 
could, vntill he came to the Inne, where her had appoin⸗ 
ted them to ſtay, and ſir hams boy to miete him, who 
had continued there the moſt parte of the night to attend 
his comming, Dob/or tommaunding the cokes to make 
ready the veniſon, taking his companion aſide, aſked 1 
him ik miſtris Jane were with ſir Viam oz not: yea and 1. 
by this aſleepe betwirt his armes:and ſo let her be, quoth i 
Dobſon, we ſhall fare the better foz their ſakes, God ſend 
them toy at their ariſing, and ſo going into the company 
againe, they fell to ſpozting vntill the veniſon was made 
ready, 
i The keper of Beareſparke much moued af Dobſen 
relation,without further delaycs leapt from his bed,and 
hauing put vppon him his apparrell, away he paſed to 
Dunholme in haſte, neuer lo much as bꝛeathing till her 


tame to the Deanes lodging, where knocking at the ] 
gates, hie commaunded the Porter to let him in, foz he 1 
had ſerious matters to deliuer to his maiſter, and that 8 
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pꝛeſently, being bzought to his bed chamber, and admif- 
ted to ſpeake, he made rehearſall of Dehſens repozt, furs 
ther annering,that ik it would pleaſe his woꝛſhippe fo as 
riſe, and fo make ſearch in fir Wiliamt chamber, at this 
inſtant wee ſhall take all them who haue done iniurie fo 
your woꝛſhip, and murdzed the game. The Deane be- 
ieeuing that eucry thing was euen ſo as he had ſaide, ha⸗ 
ning him in ſuſpition fo2 his Turkey , aroſe in a great 
chafe againſt fir F://:a», and cauſed his men to call vp 
fo many of the pꝛebends as were then in the towne, to al⸗ 
ſit him. They much maruelling what occaſions he had 
to implop them at that time ofthe night: thep made great

this night with other his confederates and lwle fellowes 
gone into my Parke and ſtolne away one of my diere, 
and at this inſtant, in his chamber, is leaſting there with 
the aſlociates of his k'1aueries, whither J requeſt you all 
to accompany me, that they may be all arreſted, and vn⸗ 
dergoe ſuch penalty as the law to ſuch offendozs jay li⸗ 

mited, 
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miked,'fo2 J perceiue, that further to foꝛbeare Him, is but 
to ſtimulate and egge him koꝛwaꝛ ds to all other ſoꝛtes of 
diſoꝛder. Unto which his ſoæch, they giuing a geuerall 
applauſe, (cette fozward with him to ſearch ür m 
chamber, who (poꝛe man) fearing no ſuch matter, was 
layd arme in arme with his ſweete miſtr's Jae: and ag 
he ſuppoſed, ſccuce enough. But we le no man lo much 
in daunger as he who dzeadeth none. Sir ihm um 
bꝛacing his ſweet miſtris is awaked fo2th ol his dꝛcams, 
and commanded to let open his doꝛes that maſter Deau 
map come in: O god Lo2d, who can explanc the perpie⸗ 
xitt's he conceiued at the name of Maiſter Deane? àlas 
lapd he to miſtris Jane, what ſhall we now do 2 oz courſe 
ſhall we take to keepe you from his ſight: ſoꝛ at the backe 
doꝛe I can not diſimiſſe pou, fo2 he hath cauſed that paſs 
ſage fo be barred vp fo ſtrongly, as that it can not be bꝛo⸗ 
ken: nay, and pcrhappcs his buſines is into the wodde⸗ 
peard, and then that were the wor ſt of all other coucſes, 
conuetannce J haue none to hide you in, and if { ſhoulde 
thꝛuſt vou into : ſtudp, it is to be doubted that there 
he will finde you: and Xx had rather go bare fte to Rome, 
than that hee thould ſo cuertake vs, fo2 we were no! ons 
ly vndone, but ſhamed fo2 euer. It is u onder to me 
what he hath to do with me thus late in the night oz 
what ſhould moue him to come bithcr in th.s matincr, 
vnleſſe tome ot purpole haue giuen him intelligence of 
pour being here. 

The pong girle not able fo aduiſe bim, quc ling fo 
feare, and ready to ſincke with ſhame, pꝛaped him to 
thzuſt her vnder the bed, fo2 ſure ſaith he, he wil haue no 
occaſion ts lc e there fo2 any thing, and ta ing her 
cloa:yrs about her as it would te, ſhe crept vnder the 
bed her ſelfe, and ſti V luam coucred her with an eld cars 


pet: but the Deane offended tgat he made no moze lp y d 
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to let him info the houſe,perſwading himſelfe, that he of 
purpoſe kept him there, till he had conueighed his alloct- 
ates and the venifon out of ſight, commanded his men 
| violently eg bꝛeahe open the dozes, and enter the houſe; 
g * all which they did, and ligyting vp tozche s, gaue way fo 
B. Deane and tha P2ebends to come in; who ftrictly 

framined fir Viano his companions and the venc⸗ 
! fon, charging him to tell them where he had beſtowed 
| them, and it, (But fir /45zam Cod wot )though his con⸗ 
Icicnce teſtiſied vato him that he was acccſſarie to no 

ſuch action,ypct vpon this heauie tare of P. Deans, hee 

tori was ready to fall dead beſoze them, [wearing and pꝛo⸗ 
teſting that he neuer tame into that parke, dap noz night 
about any ſuch purpole, humbly pꝛaping . Deane to 
pardoa him, and to alt er ſuch his conceits, foz (ſaith he) 
J ama true and iuſt man. But at this reptp, the kKeaper 
allured M. Deane that the very ſame night one Deare 
was killed, and that he who told him thereof, could not 
be miſtaken of ſir iam. M. Deane there vpon, not⸗ 
withſtanding allhis ſolempne pꝛoteſtations, comman- 
ded to ſearch euer p coꝛner ofthe chamber, and vnder the 
bed, where they found the pozꝛe Doe in a colde palſic, 
who foꝛ ſhame to be ſo taken, ſownded in the pꝛeſente of 
them all, and was ready to giue vp the ghoſt: fir W uliam 
became mute, and kared like a man deſtraughted.

70/01 and his aſ⸗ 

ſoc:ats were chꝛuſt ia among the ſearthers, and laughed 

theie parts at fir im his interpꝛize. The Deane and 

zebends returned home to their beds, ſo blanked with 

| this 
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this bob, that they could not tell what to conceite other, 
then that ſome mad bzaine leilow, cither ſpiting at, oz 
meaning to make a ſcozne of ſir iam, hãd of purpoſe 
plotted it: but beſoze the mozning was blaſed through 
the citie the whole accedents, at which a number made 
god paſtime, Poze Miſtreſſe /a*ckept her cloſet, aſha⸗- 
med to pape out of does, vntill her father taking the 
matter in \nuffe, went to M. Deane and the Pzebends, 
deſiring them to conſtraine fir iam to make amends 
to his daughter, and in the ſight of the people to marry 
her: whith they compelled him to doe, and to gratifie the 
Marchant, they confirmed him a pattent of the Uſher 
chip as largcly as he deſired and contrary to his cxpectas

The fifth Chapter. 


72 (2222, 4 Obſonſeing his matches to make ſo wel 
e and his contriuings to come to ſo god a 
. D ©, % paſſe, b2oke his Wobbes on cach mans 
9, Spe 77 noſe, without reſpec, he ſpared no perſons 
but as occaſion was offered, he played the 
wagge, ſometime in the city, othcrwhile 
in the countrey, by meanes whercof his fame ſpꝛead it 
ſelfe all ouer: and all pleaſantly diſpoſed humouriſts, 
ſought to be acquainted with him, 3 he were py 
2 ve 
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pet a ſcholler: neither did atchiue any (mall commenda- 
tions ſo2 his p2aRniſe againſt Sir ”//ham. But befoze 
this he had plotted diuers others in the ſchols amongſt 
his tellowes, whercofone was this: Rakebames(of whom 
bcfoze we hauc ſpoken) was bozne in the countrey fire 
milcsdiſfant from Danholme, whither he was ſent to the 
ſchole, to betnTruced in god letters, and ſundzy god 
manners fitting his eſtate and parentage, Ve was tas 
bled with a ſiſter of $1s mothers married to a Lawyer 
in the Citie, who had alſo a ſonne which dailp did ac⸗ 
company him to the ſchole,as very a wagge as the beſt, 
yet he alwaics moꝛe ſmothly carried his knaueries then 
Nalelaines did; neuer putting his hand to any action, 
but when he was aſſured of another betwixt him & the 
halter. This Railebaint father being a gentleman of 
god poꝛt and great hoſpitalitie, kept continually a libe- 
rall and bountifull houſe; and toward Chziſtmas time 
hekillod euery peare great ſtoʒe of beaſts. Vis mother 
to applaud her ſonnes content, at ſuch times alwapes 
ſent to him and her nephew ſome ſtoze ok puddings: 
which he, to thend he might bꝛaue of his mothers relpect 
te ward him amongſt his fellow ſcholers, would many 
times carry with him to the ſchöle, therewith to bzeaks 
his kaſt, when the reſt were licenſed to goe home, oz to 
their Innes, which ozdinarily they were wont to doe 
at eight a clocke in the mozning , So it happened his 
toſin to be ſicke, Ratkebarnes was to goe to ſchole alone; 
he thought it better to carry his bzeakefaſt with him, 
then to trouble himlelke to come fo farre fo2 it. And bes 
cauſe he thought there was nothing fo fit fo2 his carri⸗ 
age as à pudding. he deſired the maid to beſtovs one vps 
on him, vohich his requeſt ſhe adſeented vato, But when 
it agg. zathed neere bꝛeake kaſt time, he toke great care 
þow io haue it lately warmed, and that it might not ber 
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ſnatched from him: and therefo2ze fearing the diſdzders 
ok his fellowes, he intreated Dobſon ta affœꝛd his aſſts 
ſtante, and to ſtand his friend: which ik he ſhould do, he 
pꝛomiſed to ſhare it equally betwixt them. Don pur⸗ 
poſing in ſterd of an inch to take an ell, and foz the whole 
ſcarcely to returne the ſkinne, pꝛepared a plate fo2 it be⸗ 
fo:e the fire, and would not permit any man to come du⸗ 
ring the time it was in making hot. And befoze that it 
was thoꝛowlp warmed, the clocke ſtroke eight, and eue⸗ 
rie man departed except Dobſen and Raikevaines, who 
aid expecing til the pudding Hould be warme enough. 
Dobſon hauing the pꝛomiſe of the halfe, ſate deuiſing 
how he might poſſeſſe him ofthe whole: and ſo when he 
perceiued it to be hot enough: /awes (ſaith he) loke out 
at the window, and ſee whether any of them be retur⸗ 
ning to the ſchwle oz not: fo2 if they ſhall come bcfo2e 
we haue made an end, thep will fo moleſt vs, that wee 
ſhall not cate it in quiet: ſo that it᷑ thou voſt clpy any of 
them to be nere hand, wer will conuep our ſelues into 
ſome co2ner,vntill we haue made diſpalch thereof. But 
whileſt James Retebaines was aſcending into the wins 
dow, to do as he was aduiſed, away gocth DH with 
the pudding thozow the Church and Cloiſter, into the 
Cannons hall, wherein ſhutting himſclfe, and fat bol- 
ting the dozes, he feaſted himlelfe with the whole pud⸗ 
ding: but Raeebaves in hope to recoucr ſome part at the 
leaſt, purſued him with hup and cry thzough Church 
and Cloiſter, vntill he came to the Common hall, where 
finding the dozes bolted,he taped knocking and cxclat- 
ming tye ſpace of an houre, but could haue no entrance, 
neither any aunſwere. In the meane time while hee 
there continued rapping and calling to his friend, ſome- 
times imperioullp commaunding Dobſen to part ſtake, 
and to make equall diuidence with him: otherwhile in-

treating him to reward him with ſome (mall poꝛtion, 
who once was owner of the whole, Sir Thomas palling 
that way from his chamber to the Chancel, hearing him 
many times to nominate Debſen, came to know the 
cauſe of his diſturbance, Ratebaires fully confiding by 
his helpe to haue either his pudding, oz lome part there- 
of reſto sed, diſcleſed to him all the cirtumſtances afozes 
ſald: who much offended (92 his wꝛongs reteiued, com⸗ 
maunded Den to avpcare in his likenelle, and to tome 
to his anſwere: he hearing the voyce ol his vncle, came 
ſtreight to the doꝛes, and vnboulting the lame, patiently 
heard ail that euer could be obiected againlt him, vnto 
the which he made this reply. Uncle (ſaith he) you map 
do as you ſæ cauſe, in belceuing him oꝛ me, but ſurely he 
hath fozeſkipped and told to you my tale, fo2 my Aunt 
Pharoe (ent me this pudding vpon Daturday laſt, which 
T reſerued vntill now. And in very ded, becauſe 3 fea- 
red that whileſt J were called dy my Maiſter to ſing , oz 
other exercile, haplp it might haue ben ſtollen from me, 
Jintreated him to giue reſpect thereto till it were war- 
med, and to recompence his paines J p2omiled to be⸗ 
ſfow vpon him ſome part thereok: but he would needes 
be his owne caruer, and either haue the greater halfe, oz 
none: which becauſe he refuſed to ſtand to mp beneuo⸗ 
{cnce,and the pact made betwirt vs, Jhaue wholly dif 
patched, and haue left him none thercok: and fog this 
cauſe he crpeth and exclaimeth againft me, as you heare. 
R athebaines perteiuing by Dol ons countenance , that it 
be ſhould reply againſt him, oz deny any thing which 
Deb/onhad ſaid to be true, that he ſhould then fo2 euer 
loſe his friendſhip, ſeemed to ye&ld to his affection, and 
to graunt his defenſo21e ſpeech foz truth, contenting him⸗ 


lelfe both to bzoke the iniurte, and eke to beare the 
blame, 


Sir 
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Sit Themas ſeeing no great tauſe vppon the rehearſall 
made by both the parties why to chide his nephew, re - 
queſted R. ie. to acquict himſelfe fo2 that time, and 
charged thother no moꝛe ſo to dif-taſtchis familiar frind: 
But it was not long beſoꝛe Do&/07 had foꝛgot his vncles 
fkrict iniunction, and his pꝛomiſe of better vüng his 
friends: foꝛ it was his humour, neuer ts plap one ſhꝛeewod 
turne alone, but being ok a ſcrupulous conlctence , her 
payed euer his debts double duer, and ſcozned forcfioge 
the capitall ſumme without the infereſt, and therefoze 
once moꝛe he made bolde with his fellow, curving his ex⸗ 
ſpectattoys :; and becauſe Lent was at hand, he prepared 
him to oblerue the faſt. This ſame pere his vnckle fir 
Thema, was choſen Choꝛaſter of the Cathedꝛall, and to 
ſet vp the tapers at the times of ſcruite, both mozning 
and euening from the feaſt of Saint Martine, vatill the 
feaſt of March. Sir Thomas whether it were that letung 
his bed well in amozning,he was loath fo riſe ſo carely 
in that cold ſeaſon,02 otherwtilc , fo2 that he would haue 
his nephew to haue experience in theſe offices; whereun⸗ 
to in future times he might be elected and pꝛomoted, and 
not to be to learne when he ſhonld be placed therein. He 
made him his ſubſtitute, and appointed him to lighten 
and extinguiſh the tapers and candles, ſpecially in the 
mo2nings : which D0%n diligentlp perfozmed with the 
aſſiſtance of his fellowes, who in hope ta haue ſome of 
the ſhoꝛt ends which could no mo2e bee fet vp foꝛ the 
Church ſeruice did daplp both befo2c and after pꝛapers, 
which were to be done at fire of the clock in the mo2nirg, 
helpe him in the ſaid office, And p2incipaſiy this # a+e- 
bam: attended him moꝛe then any of the rift, to whom in 
reſpec of his ele had pꝛomiſed the ſquare end of a 
great taper, at the laying vp of the lights: which when 
Dob/on was ſhutting of the cubbwzd , as "—_—_ fo 
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haue foꝛgot his pꝛomiſe Raikebaire; demaunded, Dob/ou 
intending to intrappe him, thꝛew it to the further end of 
the tupꝭ oꝛd, lo farre, that it was not polltble to reach to 
if, vnleſſe that one of them ſhould crepe in, which K atte- 
6aimes offered to doe, rather than that he would want the 
tomn oditie ok the candle, and lo pꝛelentlp ſkipped into 


the candle cupbo. d, to f: teh away the Taper: but Des- 


{en lockt faſt the bozes and departed thenſe to the ſchols, 
leaning Naibebaive to play the Cat, and warrant his tas 
pers from the tyꝛanny of lic Nattes, where he late ſhut 
vp howling and crying, from hatichoure paſt fixe, vntill 
Almoſt tenne in the loꝛen one, at which time fir Zema⸗ 
and other the © anons came to put vpon them their Sur⸗ 
pliſcs, in which oꝛdinarilp they ſong their Derutce,and 
Which, koꝛ readineſſe ſake, they kept continnally lying in 
pꝛeſſes there. 

Rai hebæines hearing the ſound of voyces, and the nopſe 
of mens ferte, cried fozth ſo lowde as he tould, to the great 
admiration okſir 7, and the reſidue of the Canno- 
niſts, whs ſpeaking in at the key hole, aſked who it ſhuld 
be that was in his cand e. tupboꝛd, It is I, quoth Racke- 
baines. And who are pou ſl. id fir I bomas? [ames R athebains 
replied he, Alas quoth fir 7 Ho how tameſt thou into 
that place? and how long haſt thou ſit there? Euer fince 
halte an houre attcr ſire this moꝛning aunſwered & atke» 
bames , 8nd pour nepuew D o ſhut me here, becauſe 
J went into thc cupboꝛd to fetch lozth the end ek ataper 
Which demiſelle had p2omilcd t- beſtow vpon me, toz hel⸗ 
ping him to gather and extinguiſh the lights after pꝛaꝛcr. 


 S:r Tboma pittying the poꝛe bop almoſt ſtarued with 


tod and hung r, went to lecke foʒ his nephew Do#/0n in 
the Scholes to ſet Raw-bames at liberty, thzeatning tg 
puniſu him {02 his mif-viage , But Dobſen excuſed bim⸗ 
ſelie, and ſaid that Raten icapt uito the cupt oꝛd cons 
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frary to his will, and ſwoꝛe that he would not come from 
thence, vnlefſe that he had a whole candle which her had 
eſpied in the furtheſt cozner, which J neither would, nei⸗ 
ther durſt doe without your conſent , and thereloꝛe did JF 
thinke it very fit that he ſhould abide your comming, and 
now it is in pour choice to beſtow vpon him, oꝛ not, and 
therewith vnlocking the dozcs , ſe&ly Tab was 
ſcarcely able to crawle fœzth, his fopnts were ſo ſtiffened 
and benummed with cold. Sir Thomas ſomewhat to caſe 
his extreamities beſtowed vpon him a couple of candles, 
and liberally rewarded Don with a bobbe vppon the 
mouth, inſomuch as the blood followed his fiſt , and that 
done, attiring himſelfe in his roabes, he went fozward to 
doe his ſeruite in the Chauncell, leauing Dohſon and Kai- 
kebainer further to decide the caſe betwirt themſelues af 
the candle cupbwzd. 


How Dobſon reuenged himſelfe vpon his vncle. 
Chap. 6, 


Gobi was much dilcotented foz the blow 
II giuen vnto him by his vncle, yet conlide- 
ring how well hee had deſerued the ſame, 
in regard ofthe marie done to his frend, 
he reconctied himſelfe again to Rwkevans, 
with pꝛomiſe, that if hee would fozgette 
that diſcurteſie, he neuer moꝛe would wong, iniurie, oz 
diſgrace him, but patronize his cauſe againſt all oppo- 
nants of what ſo;t ſocuer , in which he kept touch with 
him as by the vſage of ſir lam the Uſher appeared. 
Raikebanes being of a gentle and god nature eaſily pardo⸗ 
ned the offence,ano lopning hands, th — pʒoteſted to con⸗ 
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tinue perfit Friends each to other during their lines, and 
ſo returned to the Schale wel ſatiſfied, where Dobſon (ate 
all the day oppzeſſd with melancholp, caſting his thoghts 
vp and downe, how to come cleare with his Uncle, but 
be could not appꝛehend any occaſion in the wozlide as 
then: pet gaue he not ouer to cxſpect, oz vrge fome 
fit oppoztunitic of reuenge , and after diuerſe purpoſes 
which milTed him, in the end he thus rcfolued . At the 
Uicarige of ©. Cues, his Uncle had a very faire Dz- 
chard, in which eacry yeere he had growing great abun⸗ 
dance of godly and pleaſant fruites, fo2 which he was 
ſo careful, that alwaycs ntgh vnto the time of their ripe⸗ 
ning, he hired ſometimes one, ſomcetimes two fellows 
to watch his D2chards in the night ſeaſon, and to defend 
his fruits from ſtealing. Dehn hauing a awdwill to eaſe 
his Comake vpon his Uncle, agred with ccrtaine of his 
merry acquaintances, one night in Apple time to enter 
the Oꝛchard, and from thence to conueigh ſuch fruite as 
poſſibly they were able to beare, pꝛomiſing to alliſt them 
himſelfe, intreating them ikthep were moleſted, to beate 
well and ſoundly the Repers thercof, and fo vſe his UAu⸗ 
cle as he would deuiſe, if he came to their ſucceurs: him 
(ſaith her) when yon haue gagged, and bound the twa 

Acæpers ſo lurely that they cannot mwenec, oz doe vou any 

tacombzance,J would haue you to put into a ſacke,bind- 

ing firſt his handes and fte, and permitting onely his 

head to appeare left he ſhould be ſmotherd, gagging him 

likewiſe left he cry, and be redermed ok his neighbours, 

then in ſome place ot the oꝛchard where the tres be thic⸗ 

keſt, J wiſh to haue him truſſed vp by the helcs, where 

let him hang till he ware moze tender fo2 he is old and 

fo tough fo; the ſpit : And foꝛ my ſelte, 4 purpoſe that 

time to be abſent from the houſe, becaule you ſhall not bee 

hindzed by me, noz interrapted : but be (are * you 
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binde not my Uncle ts hard, neither pet giue any great 
blowes, but with as much facilitie as you can, binde as 
I haue inſtructed pou , wherein, if vou ſhall accompliſh 
my deſire, J ſhall thinke my ſelfe both bounden vnto you 
fo2 helping me ſo be reuenged, and alſo + ſhalbe willing 
fo pang your kindnes, when any occaſion thcreofis mi⸗ 
Rt rod. 

Chep willed hin fo take no further thought, than on- 
lx to demiſe a meane foz his owne abſeating, and they 
would perto2me all the reſt as he had direded, the next 
Wedncſday night inſuing . Doch ſen thanked them, and 
byon Medneſdap ke entreated his Uncle to licence Hint 
to go ſe his father and other friends in the country : Fo 
U.:cle (ſaith he) J haue not beene there nowe the (pace 
of theſc tenne pres, and J am verp defirons fo viſite 
them, and fo2 two dapes fo be merry amongſt them, vn⸗ 
fo which his deſire, his vncle condeſcended: and O9%/on 
(\eming to him to go to his father)paſſed no further then 
into the Towne, to tozward theſe fellows in the cxecu- 
tion of their intended ſtratageme, he went there loꝛe firſt 
vnto a Carpenters ſhop, and cauled a hoꝛſe of wad to be 
made, with a (wo2d, dagger, and diſt affe of the ſame, all 
the which he gotte planted in a goꝛzgeous manner, and 
bzinging them to his companions vppon wednceldap at 
night; hee gocth with them to the viter ſide of the Oꝛch⸗ 
pard, where taking downe two pale boꝛzdes, which hee 
befoze had loſcned , they made themſelues a way to cn- 
ter. They, ſo ſone as they were within, begaune to lay 
aged amongſt the Apple tres, making a great ruſhing 
and noyſe, of purpoſe: the keepers came to know their 
intents, and to bzing them befo2: fir Thomas, but the 
coriflict was vnequall, foz they were fire againſt two: 
vet being ſturdy fellowes, ofa god ſtomacke, and ſtands 


ing vpon the tuſtneſſe of their _—_ encountred * 
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all very luſtilp, vntill the one of them was beafen downs 
to the ground, and the other being ouermatehed, ficdds 
into the Uicarage , and tolde fir Thoma how the caſe did 
tand. At the hearing whercof, he aroſe in great haſte, 
calling vp alfo his houſe-keper, willing her to follow af- 
ter him with the bꝛoach, and to kill the firſf with whom 
th& incountred: fo2, ſaith he, this nights wozke ſhall bee 
memoꝛable in Dunholme, While there is one fone theres 
of ſtanding. And fearing left he ſhould not be well haps 
pod with blowes, caſting his gowne loſely about his 
ſyonlders, ſ\@2th he marched, and the olde beldame his 
ſiſter with a bꝛoach, and the kerper of the Dzchard with 
a poꝛtigan. But while fir Thomas was making himſelfe 
ready fo2 the fight within, the theencs had chaincd the o⸗ 
ther fellow whome befo2e they had Leaten downe, and 
alſo had gagged him ſo well, that he could not cry, and 
were exſpeaing cloſe by the dozes, when ſir Thema weld 
ſally ſoꝛth, they tripped his helcs at vnawares, being 
neerer at hand than her loked fo2,and muffled him in his 
gowne , vntill they had made him ready foꝛ the ſacke : 
Then taking his gowne they put it vppon his ſiſter, and 
tying her handes behinde her, they ſet her vpon the ww⸗ 
den hoꝛſe, as Debſen had pꝛeltribed, and bound her tete 


vnder bis belly, which done, they girde her abont with 


the painted ſwoꝛd and dagger, ſetting vpon hir head a pa⸗ 
per hatte with a buſh of peacocke feathers taualiers like, 
ready to chalenge euerꝝ man to the combate, and in this 
gniſe they placed her vnder a peare ire. Sir 7 hema: did 
they thꝛuſt into a ſacke, and by his nephews aduiſe, who 
tearing that ſo long hanging by the heles, as til the next 
mo2row, might pꝛocure him ſome infirmitp, they reared 
him into the ſame peare tre aboue his ſiſter, and mak⸗ 
ing fo2 him a chaire of eſtate of the boughes, they bound 
in the one haud the diſtafte, and in his other, a ſkimmer, 


and 
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and ſpzeading his armes, they faſtned him by the wzeſts 
vnto the bzaunches that were next him. Mhile ſome of 
them were thus in hand with ſir Tema, and his houſe- 
keeper, the other toke the twowarders, and bound and 
gagged them as is afozeſaide: they faſtned their handcs 
about a appletre, turning their hole down beneath their 
knes,ſo as their buttocks were ſet naked to the tre, faſt⸗ 
ning them to the truncke below. Beſides the gagges, 
they putte into either of their mouthes, a bunch of Baie, 
and a pꝛicking Thozne : and befoze them they heaped a 
bundle ofbauine , and other dzie wad in foꝛme of a fire, 
and the bꝛoach hung full of apples as it were to be roſted. 
Then taking ſo much fruit as them liked, they departed 


home, lcauing ſir Thomas and his leruitou;s to kœpe the 


watch. 

Dobſon very timelp in the moꝛning repaired to the vi⸗ 
earage , and knowing his vncles neceſſitte, hee paſſed 
thozow the houſe into the ozchard, to take a view of his 
deuiſes: and when he came vnto the prare tre wherein 
bis vncle was inthꝛonized, he called vppe to him, in ſo2- 
rowlull manner wzinging his handes, and as it would 
be, wzeſted foꝛth ſome (mall number of teares. But his 
vncle late as a man who had periſht the vie ok his tong, 
foz ſpeake he could not, in regarde of his gagge, neyther 
could he moue, o2 make any ſigne, they had ſo ſtreight⸗ 
ned all his ioynts. Yis Aunt allo buckled vpon her pꝛan⸗ 
ting cout ſer in martiall manner, like Bellona goddt ſle of 
battell , ſate dareing Mars and all his chiualrie: and 
the two kepers in their dilguiles, like Tantalus, ſtove 
gaping, es though they would haue catcht the apples off 


from the bꝛoach, but couls not reach them. Deen to 
perſwade his uncle that he was ignozant of this pꝛadiſe, 
ranne howling vp and downe the ozchard, as it were, af⸗ 
frighted with this lamentable ſight, = from thence * 
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to the ſfriefrs , calling the neighbours all about to come 
to his aſiftance , The people vpon his outcry flocked in 
bcapes into the ozchard, to ce what the matter was, 
much lamenting fir Th his euiil chaunce, the rather, 
loꝛ that it was done fo pꝛiuatelp, as that they had no 
intelligente, cither fo haue pꝛeuented, oz to haue redꝛel⸗ 
ſed his wiongs. But it was no time thea to debate the 
matte, bis pꝛeſent caſe required mo2e their helping 
bandes, fo vnbude him, than their aduiſe how an other 
time to pꝛeuent the like miſtoꝛtune: So ſome bꝛinging a 
ladder, ſcaled vp the tre where he ſa'e, and vnbinding 
his armes, thep bought him downc lo tenderly as they 
could in blankets, fearing, becauſe he could not ſpeake, 
that with cxtreamity of colde, he was fallen into ſome 
ſowning palũe: and being in ſome hope, that by warms 
neſſe hee might be bzought to his ienics againe, they cars 
ried him into the houſe, and placed hun in his bed, roth 
ofthe which he ſtirred not foz the ſpace of thꝛe daies nei⸗ 
ther all that time coulo he ſpeake one woꝛd, either receine 
anp meate, but onely ſuch liquide ſirropes as his keeper 
po wzed ints him with ſpwnes: The Ph. ſitions were in 
ſome doubt of his recouerp of health , foz which n 
was vnfainedly ſozrowfull, and repented that euer bee 
deuiſed ſuch a ſtratageme. Vis Awnt was ficke fo2 a 


tweluemoneth after: But the two pong fellowes whoſe 


ſpirites were moze quicke and liuely, after they had bin 
let befo2e the fire, and lapped well in warme clothes, be⸗ 
ganne to recouer theml:ines , And as they perceiued 
their tongues able to mane, they vntolocd all the caſe ag 
tf came to paſſe. Theneighbours very penũue fo; their 
Curates miſchaunte, diligently attended about him, till 
vte was able to doe ia himſeite. And Don (cnt foꝛ his 


rather, to take charge of the houſe, during the time of his 


mürmitp. But ũt 2 bm, whether that he merrilp ton⸗ 
ce iued, 
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teiued, o2 stherwiſe was certainely infoꝛmed, that Deb. 
len was the plotter of this deuiſe in all after times, toke 
ſuch exceptions againſt him, as that no agion ofhis was 
gratefull 02 acceptable in his fight ,whercat Del n moꝛe 
ſtozming than beloze , as oppoztunitie ſozted to his de⸗ 
ſignements, he repayed all his vncles diſcvuntenantes 
with meaſurable dilgratesz pet keping a moze moderate 
courſe, and giuing reſpes that hee did no moze hazard 
his vncles life and welfare, 


How Debſon cauſed his vncles horſe to be impownded, 
becauſe he denied to let him goe with him into the 
Countrey.

= = n en fir Thomas was perfitiy retouerd of his 

4G 5 agew, hee was inuited by dincrſe of his 
A friends into the tountrep, to paſſe awaie 
£4 ſome parte ofthe ſummer, perſwading bim 
Wthat the frech aire was both comſs2table 
and — after his ſo long ſickeneſſe: and it was 
about the Mhitſontide, when the country people hauing 
affections to be merry, Dobſon requcſted his vnckle ta 
grannt him leaue to accompany him, and to ſteede him in 
place of a ſeruingman: but ir7 homes thinking it a thing 
inconuenient, to committe the whole care of his houle to 
his ſiſter alone, who was an olde decrepite creature, not 
able to maue herſelle without a ſtaffe, much leſſe vnfitte 
to make reũſtance, if any knowing their abſcnce ſhould 
bꝛeake into the houſe, and offer to ſpoyle himofhis ſtuffe 
| and treaſure. Againe, he ſuppaſed Do6/on made ſuch je 

que 
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queſt, onelp to neglett and commit ſome knauerp there, 


whereby to make himlelfe as famous in the countrep, as 


he was memozable in the citty. And therefo2e theſe par⸗ 
ticulars confidered , he denied to let him haue his deſire, 
Dobſon (aid nothing, but ſhewed himſelfe well appeaſed, 
pet he intended fo abzidge his vncle as much ok his plea⸗ 
ſure as he had done him ol his. And at the very time his 
vncle was to (ct ſoꝛz ward with his pꝛogrelle, one of thoſe 
god fellowes, who had fanoured him in the bzeakingof 
the Oꝛchard, was ſent foz into Noꝛthumberland to his 
mother, who lap at the popnt of death, and defired to 
ſpeake with him befoze the paſſed this life, And hee both 
loath to take ſo great a tourney on fate, and not hauing 
a hozſe of his owne, could not tell yaw(ſo pꝛeſentlp) to 
ſp&de himſelke of one, as theſe his impoztunitics and 
haſte requiredz he acquainted 1206/0» with his want, and 
intreated him amongalt his friends, foz that time, to furs 
ther him, and he would pleaſure him as much, it ſo his ar⸗ 
rand came in his way. Dobſon told him, that in the towne 
(von ſo ſhozt warning) he could not pꝛocure him any , 
vnleſte, quoth he, J might make bolde with my vnckles 
gelding, which if thou couldſt returne befoze to mozrow 
moꝛning, X could then ſupply thy necelſlitp, and other⸗ 
wiſe J ſhould diſappoint himſelfe, foz he is to ride into 
the countrep, to take the apze after his long ſickenes, aud 
fo feaſt it amongſt his friendes. O god Devon, ſaid his 
acquaintance, hazard alittle to pleaſure me, and in any 
thing thou ſhalt commaund me, though the execution 
therok ſhould ſtand with the expence of my biad and life, 
yet will J not refuſe to aduenture fo; thy life, kame, and 
reputation : foziimy mother ſhould be departed beſoze 
my comming, J ſhall be vtterly vndone, and great is 
the loiſe that may redound to me thereby. To mozrow 
at night, at the vtmoſt, J will ſend him backe, = if ſo 
of ORE ongz 
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long he will not pefcrre his tourney : He is not of ſuch 

fender acquaintaunte, neither lo ill be:zoued , but that 

de map haue choice amongſt his pariſhioners and neigh⸗ 
ours. 

Dob/ongf all other things deteſting ingratitude, and 
not to ſæme vninindefull of pleaſures recciued, oꝛ cares 
leſſe in requitall of god offices, willd him to pꝛouide him 
ſelfc of furniture requiſite , and he pꝛomiſed to affoꝛde 
him a hoꝛſe fa2thwith, conditionally. that wh: ifocuer 
thou bꝛingeſt him backe. thou ihalt leaue him 1omwhere 
in the pownd within th:& miles of the Cittp, cyarging 
the Pinder to pꝛoclaime the ner: martzet dap, that ſo mp 
vackle map come to heare of hm againe: and will him 
alſo to takc, not oncly an oꝛdinary ft, but alſo fo2 his pas 
ſture fo! ſo many daycs as thou halt him in traueli, and 
ſo if thou wilt ſtay a weeke . J hall licence thee, UU is 1 
friend much, and heartily thanked him, pꝛaoteſting nes [| 
uer to faile in whatſoeuer he could, by any of his endea⸗ | 
nours to do him benefit, and receiuing the gelding at the 
place appointed betwirt them, held on his tourney with 
a gladſome chere foz this fauour of his friend, and left 
ſir Thomas, eyther to boꝛrow vpon his neigh ours, oꝛ to [1 
fay at home, o2 like aſtowt fellow to ſteppe vppon his i 
Ntumpes. Che ſame night aſter ſupper was ended, fir 1 
Thomas willed Dob/on to warne bis tenaunt that loked |

to the fizldes , wyo ſought him ail that night, ano the 
nert day, in euerp paſture, field, and towne within ftae . 


miles circuite, but coulo heare notying ol the hozlc, FX ir 
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Thowes werning him as ready now as at other times, got 
him to bedde that night ſomewhat ſone , to the end her 
might be ſtirring moze earely the next mozrow: in which 
ſo ſone as the day appœred, he aroſe and made himlclfe 
fitte foꝛ his iournep, he put on his holiday apparrell, his 
botcs and ſpurres, called fo: his bzeakefaſt, end ncuer 
aſked foꝛ his hozſe, vntill he had oꝛd ered all things in the

ſo kiCing his ſiſter foz a farcwell ( after the maner ofthe 
Countrep) he willed Deb en to bꝛing him his bczſe to the 
doꝛes. Debſon returning from the ſtables, came and 
tolde his vncle, that his man had not brought him as pet 
from the fieldes, as he ſuppoſed, foz vppon hakes were 
hanging his bꝛidle and ſaddle, Lat he could (& no hozſe. 
Sir Thoma chafed at the fellow his tenaunt, and ſent 
Dobſon to his houſe to know the cauſe why he was not 
pet come. The wife tolde him that ſhe had not ſene him 
; fince his being there, when hee without further delay 
i | went to fetch him: and becauſe hee came not home fo his 
| bed, Jindged my Paiſter had ſent htm abzoade foz the 
diſpatch or ſome other of his buſineſſes , ſo that ifhee be 
not with you, foz mp life J cannot certifie what is becom 
of him. Debſen carried backe her anſwer ; which anſwer 
fir Thema: hearing, hee knew not what to imagine, but 
tratt he imagined his hozſe to be ſtolne, and ſo affirmd. 
O God foꝛbid, ſaid Do, my hope is, that he is onelp 
ſtraped foꝛth into ſome ol our neighboꝛs grounds, o elſe 
is ſome where in the pownd, Ak ſo, ſaide his vncle, then 
the 
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the fellow would hane got ſome notice of him befoze this 
time: and ſo perhappes, god vac'e, he will be here with 
him ſhoztip. In which hope ſir Thomas kept on his bots 
all that day till night, when home came the fellow with- 
out the hozſe , nepthcr could tell any newes of him. = tr 
Tomas feared he had beene ſtolne, and fo2 the very ſoz⸗ 
row thereof, he ſtaped his iournp foꝛ that time, and ſent 
his man to cuery coaſt ofthe Countrey , to inquire after 
him ; but all his labour was in vaine, vntill the returne 
of the party, to whome Deen had lent him, who ob⸗ 
ſeruing De6/o»: pꝛeſcript, left him in the pownd, at Che- 
fer in the ſtreete, charging the Pindar to take his actu⸗ 
ffomed fs, and fo2 a werkes paſture mo2e, when her 
ſhould be ſent foꝛ by the owner. The Pindar very glad 
ol ſo god a pledge, cauſed pzoclamation to be made in 
D«nholme the next mozrow after that he was left with 
him.

Bo 4 Obſon yet hardly bzoking his vncles dil⸗ 
J curteſie,and perteiuing him ta be daply, 
{ > eſtraunged, hauing got the reines into 


ralip runne at large, and neuer toke vppe 
with himſelfe, vntill he had thzuft his 
1412 necke 
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necke info the halter, when it his vncle had not ſod his 
very god friend, he had bid his kinſefolkes al adew with 
his heeles, and had daunced his laſt meaſures vpon the 
gallowes: but fearing no ſuch matter as then, neither 
imagining to beſo much needlull of his kindneſſe, he ſpas 
red not to play the fole with him, who afterward p20- 
ued his beſt friend: neither did he thinke himlelle ſutfici⸗ 
entlp ſatiſſied with the abuſe he had already offered, but 
euer as he could catch an accurrence to doe him further 
griefe, he put to exetution the lame fozthwith. Vis vncle 
to recompente his neighbeurs carcfull reſpec of him in 
his ſickneſſe, inuited them to a Friday nights dzinking, 
letting them to vnderſtand, that whereas they were ſo⸗ 
ry foꝛ his late miſfoztune, as wel appeared by their care 
and paines taken about him during the time ok his infir- 
mity, which their gratitude and kin dnelſe commirt with 
tompaſſion, though he were not of power in equall mea; 
ſure able to (atiſfie,4 acco2ding fo their well deſcruings, 
pet his willingneſſe ſhould neuer be wanting, fo afto2d 
ſo much as his eſtate and abilitie permitted: and theres 
foze pꝛaying them to pardon his inſufficiencie, and to at⸗ 
cept of his god will, he wiſhed he might be fo bold as fo 
intreat them to take a cup of Ale with him, and an apple, 
the Friday at night following, which he pꝛomiled ſhould 
be ofthe beſt to be had in Denhelme. They excuſing their 
negligente, told him they were aſhamed that they did no 
better ſterd him, when his necellitie ſo required, but they 
could do no moze but ſozrow foz their defect: and foz 
ſuch troubleſome gueſts as they ſhould be, they told him 
that he needed not to keare to want. Me greatly, conten⸗ 
ted with the gratefull acceptance okhis ſimple offer , be- 
ſpoke his Holteſſe to ſend to his chamber halfe a dozen 
gallons ofher beſt Ale, which ſhe did accozding to his 
appointment. Ye further commaunded his houle-ke- 
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per to beſtoł it in ſome ſafe place, where none might 
haue acceſſe to trouble it, vntill if were cliere and fined ; 
which ſhe did as che imagined) pet Debhen had a chitt to ig 
deceiue her, aſwell as to let his vntles geldings in the 1 
fold, So, vpon the Thurſday at afternone befoze his 
vncles gueſts were to come, he and his fellow ſchollers 
hauing libertie to diſpend the day at their chopce, 4 were 
diſmiſſed of al ſchole exertiſes, he willing to make them 
a banquet, carried ſuch as he ſpetiallp fanoured with him 
to the Uicarage, where pꝛeuenting his vncles gueſts.he 
made the moſt part ot them dꝛunke as Rats, When he 
had placed them all lo nere to the houſe as he thought 
tonuenient, he came to his Aunt , and told her that Sir 
Thomas was come to the Church, to fee if the Oꝛgans 
were in tune, foz the next Sunday they were to be vſed : 
and becauſe he would not altogether rely on his owne 
indgement therein, he had bzonght with him halfe a do⸗ 
zen ok his familiars to help to reſoꝛme them, if need ſo re⸗ | 
quired,fo whom, tn regard of their paincs,he had pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed acup ofhis Ale; and therefoze willed her to tappe it, | 
and to fend him a Jacke thereof to the Church, She be- | 
lening this his tale to be true, gaue to him the key ofthe 9 
houſe where it was kept, deſiring him to bꝛoach it, in re⸗ 1 
ſpect her ſight was {a imperfect , that ſhe could not well 
diſcerne what ſhe did. Deb ſen glad of his commiſſion, 
extended this authoꝛity, plaid the bountifull Butter, and 
did dꝛaw fozth into tankards (which he of purpoſe had

I R Thomas, notwithſtanding 
that he pardoncd his nephew at 
the inſtance of his neighbours, 
A and accepted of his ſubmiſſion 
, VELON bo the time, pet ſeeing him to 
FN grow ſo abſolute in knauerp, he 
= purpoſed to holo h's noſe to the 

> a, grindſtone, and to kepe him at 
om meat, he ſpared his purſe, 
and made him go thinly apparelled, and ſcarcely ſomes 
times did he allow whole cloathes, but fozced him to 
weare his old rags foz waat of newe, till they hung in 
totters about his taile. But Do to remedie this nes 
ceſſity , enrolled his vncles name in the Dꝛapers boke, 
foꝛ aſute and a cloake, which his vncle was conſtrained 
to dilcharge fo2 his credite ſake . But to pzeuent him of 
that meane, he went thozow the Citty amongeſt all the 
Clothiers and Millioners, warning them no further to 
credite him, vnleſſe he bought it with ready mony, the 
which he ſhall alwapes haue, if hc be ſent from me: and 
whyoſocuer ſhall let him haue any vpon credite, muſt bg 
glad to ſtand to his owae perul, foz 3le not be anſwers

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Che marchants thereupon would no moze regiſter Dos 
on: name, not ſo much as fo2 a paire of garfers , which 
putte him (poze man) into great diſcontent, and what 
ſhift ts make fo2 garments, when theſe were gone, be 
could not deuiſe : to aſke foz any of his vncle hee dared 
not, andh& was debarred of his fozmer p2oic , by the 
which he ſuppoſed to haue euer, as he had needed, to ſup⸗ 
ply that indigence, De muff then take ſome other courſe, 
and foz once hee fell to ſtealing, taking away a ſong made 
by one of his fellowes , which foz the crquiſite muſicks 
therein ſhewed, was highly commended of the whole 
Qucere. This he purlopning carried into the Country 
ta his vncle Pore houle, who had diners ſonnes and 
daughters that could ſing, ol whoſe knowledge in that 
Arre his vncle was not a little pꝛowd. Dobſen therefoze 
to applaud his vncles humoꝛ, pꝛeſented him this Song, 
telling him how himſelfe had made the lame: and he, be⸗ 
caule it was well liked of, and allowed fo2 god conſozt, 
that he thought it no where better beſto wen than vppon 
my coſins your daughters.

to haue found him, freely beſtowed it among them, with 
this applauſe; God coſins , if this be pleaſing vnts you, 
A will affo2d pou hercafter moze plenty of better ſtuffe, 
this is but the ſimple inuention of my owne rude bzaine, 
and not wozthy of halfe this commendation : but ſuch as 
it is, yours it is with all my heart, and J thinke my ſelfe 
in your debt fo2 pour kinde acceptancethcreof, Mis cou⸗ 


fins thanked him againe, and beſeeched their father = 
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be bounteous towards him. He to ſatiſſie Dobſon exſpe⸗ 
cation, ans to gratiſie his daughters requeſt, clothed his 
kinſman Dobſon in a new ſuite, whereofhe being hears 
tily glad, didde p;ofcfle to his viicie and coſins to be als 
waycs at their commaund and ſeruice, and ſo returned 
to Dunholme in that cale, where hee kept as much lwag⸗ 
gering as befo2e, 

His vncle fir Thomas maruelled whence he had ſuch a 
gallant ſute, and who had beene ſo liberall toward htm, 
deſired tobe inſoꝛmed. J: is no matter, ſaide Don, 
(god vncle) ſince that now J haue them, you may cons 
iccture that Thane compaſſed them by my wittcs, and 
ik pou thinke J haue not got them by begging, imagine 
they are ſtelne. Sir Thomat thinking it fitte no further 
to vrge him, luffered the matter to palle without anie 
further queſtion. At the ſame inſtant, a pong Gentle⸗ 
man, a fellow ſcholler ot his, had a new ſuite of the ſame 
colour and cloth, aad he was or cquall make and ſtature 
with Dobhſon, and their backes being towardes the behol⸗ 
ders, it was a difficulty to diſcerne the one from the o⸗ 
ther, wherewith 24/02 was not well content to be cha⸗ 
lenged lo oſten foꝛ his fellow . To giue the people foms 
ſpeciall note therefoꝛe How to diſtingnuiſh them, he vſed 
this meane: In the ſchole was a great flintie ſtone, vp⸗ 
on which in the winter time this pong Gentleman was 
accuſtomed to lit befoze the fire: this ſtone one mozning 
white thc other was exerciled in wziting, and gaue no 
reſpect vnto what was pꝛeaiſed, Dobſos cauſed to be 
made ertreame hote, and pꝛetending to haue ſome mat⸗ 
tet ot im poꝛtaunce to impart to the Gentleman, he cal⸗ 
led hem to the fire, and made the ſkone ready fo? him to 
lit vpon, Who ncither kearing noꝛ thinking of any kind 
of harme, late himſelle downe as he was woat, to dil⸗ 
courle with D 94/01, who pꝛopounded a number of cxtras 
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nagant que ſtions wherewith fo occupy his minde, and 
wher:by ta expel from his memoꝛie, all occaſions oꝛ mos 
tiues nt riſing from his ſeate, till anone the boy felt an 
ertrao2dinary heate in his butkockes, pet he ſafe till, 
while ſtrait he perteiued that they were ready to bꝛople, 
at the which he ſtarted vppe halfe aſtoniſhed, and put- 
ting his hand behinde him, tofelc ik his bꝛeches were 
not red: and hee perteiued the greateſt parte of them to 
be burned foꝛth, aud a great open to paſſ? thozow cloth, 
linings, and ſhert, euen to his naked ſuinne. The Boy 
quaked and trembled, being ſoꝛe amazd with the chance, 
as not conceiuing how it came fo paſſe. Do on and his 
complices ſpoꝛted themlelues at the bopes mil hap, and 
the moſt of Doha familiars in the Towne, to whome 
notice was giuen thereof, made themlelues merry with 
the boy as he paſſed befoꝛe them in the ſtreetes, from the 
Schale to his Jnnes, aad he was glad to get a patch ſet 
vppon the b2oken place, by which, euer after, ho was 
knowne from Dobhſen.

Fo Een $S. TL hath bin a tuſtome ofolde,andis pet fo 
<> SR this day in the Scholes of Dunholme, 
Nv fo2 thzee Schollers cucry Datterday to be 
4} marſhaled fozth to the wods in thecouns 
Ytreg, to pzouide birchen roddes foz the 
coʒrection of the diſoꝛdꝛed and negligent: 
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and obſeruing a tertaine oꝛder therein, if paſſed quits 
thoꝛow the whole number of ſchollers euery balfe peare. 
Once Dobhen in the winter ſeaſon, when the weather in 
thoſe parts is co:nmonly floꝛmp, and the apze piercing, 
bad 9 ike a ſhift to thꝛuſt another fozward , and tg 
kepchimſcife at home: mary in ſummer , when it ſer⸗ 
med a healthfull recreation, it pleaſed him to kepe his 
owne turne and others to, in liew of the paines they had 
taken fo2 him in the colder time of the peare. Concer⸗ 
ning then a deſire to notiſie his fame among the conn⸗ 
trep men and ſwaines of the villages, one time when he 
was appointed in the hinder end of the month of Pate, 
to accompany Rakebaine and Talfere to the birch wods, 
he decreed with them to commit ſome famous icaſt,fe 
which to make himſelfe memoꝛable. In Vuton 1:/bert, 
fo2 thither they were to go fo2 ſuch rubbiſh as they wan⸗ 
ted, and conferring with them of the matter vpon the 
Friday at night befoze , they toncluded, that he ſhonld 
take vpon him the late of a Gentleman, and that they

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litie: and ſoꝛ vou, J will bozrow two liueries, and two 
ſwoꝛds, and ſe that you plap the ſcruingmen in foꝛme. 
When J call 02 ſpeake to vou, fozgctnotfo ſtand with 
Four heads vncouered: 92 ik J and to piſſe, pou muſt als 
ſo ſtand bare at my backe, after our Cngliſh faſhion, Pou 
muſt woꝛſhip, and god woꝛſhippe me at cuery woꝛd: to 
wit, vou mult take occaſion to infoꝛme me of ſomewhat 
to be done, and then you muſt krame your ſpech in this 
fozmc: And it pleaſe your god Moꝛſhip, pour UW ozſhips 
Father willed me to put pou in mind ok a ſpeedp returne, 
defiring your UWozippe to remember his buſin: ſe, xc, 
And if anp aſke pou what F am, you ſhall aunſwere, that 
Jam ſonne to Maiſter Chauncelloꝛ of Danbolme. And 
be careful, that in no phꝛale of ſpœch, geſture o2 cariage, 
that you ſhew pour ſelues familiar, but attend me with 
all ſubmiſſtion and reuerente. And pou executing theſe 
inſtructions, ſhall ſe that J will pzocure vs indeleable 
reſpect amongſt the vulgar ſozt, ans all ths towncs and 
villages ngre about, ſhal haue cauſe to ſpeake of Maſter 
Chauucclloꝛs ſonne and his men. And bauing thus re 
ceiued their leſſon, away they go the Saturday mozning 
toward Mitten Iibert, Dobſon in Rakebaines àpparel, cloke 
and rapper, and his companions in ſuch old liueries as 
ho had boꝛrowed amongſt the Pꝛebends, with two il fas 
uoured ſwoꝛds girt to their ſides. As they paſſed along

When hee 
came into the towne, hie aſked where he might haue 
ſame vicua:s ſo; himſelfe and his men: An Alehouſe 
was pꝛeſently ſhewed vn'o him, into which he entred, 
called to the god wife to make a bꝛeakc faſt ready foꝛ him 
and his men: ſhe demaunded what it would pleaſe his 
god Wozſhippe to haue pꝛepared: Be anlwered, that 
he would haue lome new cakes, creame, butter, and ſuch 
other things as ſhe could affoꝛd: all which ſhe ſet vpon 
the table befoze him incontinent. Maſter Chauncelloꝛs 
ſonne and his men fell to their victuals airelh , their ſto⸗ 
mackes were p2eity gad, and they quickly made rid of 
this p2ouiſton , and alked their Boſtelſſe what they had 
to pay : twopence a man (ſaid ſhe) and your Wozthip 
is hartily welcome. Alas god woman, that is but ſire 
pence in the whole: Nomoze, and it pleaſe your Moz⸗ 
ſhip will J haue at this time fo2 ſo lender fare ( ſaid the 
god wife: ) UWihy then (ſaid Maller Dob/o») turne the 
cloath againe,we will make her amends : lo he called 
fo2 mo2e Ale, which ſhe bzought of a nut bzowne colour, 
as god as needed to be d2unke , with great ſtoꝛe of new 
cakes, creame, and cuſtard, chere alſo with apples and 
nuts, he placed on the table againe: of all which they 
toke ſo much as they thought god, and willed her fo re⸗ 
moue the reſidue: then they deſired againe to know their 
ot foꝛ al ftogether:ſhe told them, that fo2 the whole they 
muſt pay twenty pence. What, ſaid Salter Dob on, (ha⸗ 
ung vut thze pence to defray all) was it now but ſire 


pe nce, 
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pence,and wilt thou make this laff, being much wozſe, 
trebbie the firſt? Nap gogs heart, J will fcach the a 
fricke fo2 that. God fir (ſaid the woman) J cannot well 
haue leſſe, if J ſhould be a ſauer by pou, and J truſt you 
do not wiſh my loſſe. No (ſaith Maiſter Deb ſen) neither 
pet ſh alt thou make a twle of me and lo couſin me, But 
A pꝛap tell me one thing, haue vou a licence to kape an 
alchouſe? Yea ſir that J haue, and vnder maſter chaun⸗ 
cellours owne hand and ſeale: Mhp and he is my ka⸗ 
ther, ſaide M. Dobſon : but ſeeing thou haſt no better a 
conſcience than thus to extoꝛt men, 3 will haue it diſal- 
lowed, and therefoze J doe charge ther, as thou wilt 
anlwer the contrary, at thy perill, that vppon Friday 
next thou make thy apparance befoꝛe my father in the 
Chauncerp, whcre J will ſx how thou cant anſwer this 
irreligious dealing, and alſo haue thy licence lurucped, 
that ik there can be any aduantage at all taken thereat, Y 
will haue it defaced, and thy ſelfe puniched, as thou dot 
deſerue. The poꝛe woman ſtarued with feare vppon 
this hard ſentence p2onounced, fell pꝛoſtrate at his fœte, 
beſeeching him to pardon her, fo2 that Hee had not ved 
him as his woꝛſhipkull calling required : but the fault 
was in her ignoꝛante of his perſon and wozth , She als 
ſo pꝛaped him to be faudurable vnto her, and to taks 
compaſſion of her miſerable eſtate, fo: ſhe was mother 
offline ſmall chiidzen, and had not wherewithall foz to 
maintame them, beſtdes that poꝛe trade, and her huſ⸗ 
bandes hand) labour, and fo2 that ſhotte ſhe was cons 
tent with all her verp heart to remitte it, and thit hee 
ſhould commaund, tot onely then , but at a'l other 
times, whatſocuer was within her poze honſe that in 
any reſged might doe hm: plealure. Wick! (ſaicty hee) 
I ſtoꝛue to offer iniuri e, to cither the, 82 to an of my in⸗ 
feriqucs ; but, as J ill not garme them, do they N 
no 
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net abuſe me. And as fo2the ſhot J will defray it euerit 
farthing : buf faile not thou to come befoze my father, as 
J haue pzeſcribed, when J will haue pou better inſtru⸗ 
Red what appertaineth to peur trade, than J coniccure 
vou doe vnderſtand. And ſo goe fill pour ſhotte pot, and 
vou ſhall haue pour money . The godwife quaking eus⸗ 
ry bone, went to her cellerfo2 moꝛe ale, but in the meane 
time Maiſter Chauncellours ſonne leaning onely th:& 
pence vpon the Table foz the whole diſcharge, conueped 


himſelfe and his men fo2th ofthe houſe , and cloſely ſtole 


into the woods, where eacry man loading himſelfe with 
burch, in the teuening they returned to the citty by a ſe⸗ 
cret and pꝛiuate paſſage, The god wife, after they were 
gone, was fozced to content her ſelfe with what they 
had left, not knowing how to recouer the reſidue: and 
carefull ſhee remained all the werke after, fo2 her appea- 
raunte to be made bcfoze Maſter Chauncellour. She re⸗ 
lated to her huſband at night what accident ſher had that 
moꝛning, his feare was double hers, and he chafed and 
chid her apate, and had wel · nie beaten her, foz demaun⸗ 
ding ſo much, and fo2 that cher had no better reſpected 
him: foznow (ſaith he) haſt thou, though thy couetouſ⸗ 
neſſe, vndone vs all fo2 euer: foz if thy licence be taken 
fromthe, as by likelihode it muſt needes, we may all 
goe begge, and ſo daunted was he with thenewes that 
he could not tell how to aduiſe her. But going to the 
Church the mozrow after, he aſked Maiſter Uicar and 
all his neighbours counſell , vefiring them to dire him 
what was beft to be done in this matter.

thzumd hatte, and befozeher ſh hung a cleane white

She hay 
ſpeciall care to eſpie Maiſter Chauncellours ſonne in the 
thꝛong, and not able to ſixe her eies vpon him, ſhe ſup⸗ 
poled that he was not accuſtomed ts come abꝛoad ſo ears 
lp, albeit ſhc attended there befoze the Channcery office 


dwze, from halfe an houre paſt _ in the n 
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dntill almoſt twelue, when the Court roſe and went to 
dinner: che earneſtly deſired to haue a diſpatch, but how 
to effect her deſire ſhe could not deaiſe, foz ſhe was vn⸗ 
knowae to all, and they in like ſozt were all ſtraungers 
to her, and Maiſter D on had foꝛgotten the ſtrict charge 
he impoſed vpon her the ſatterday afoze-going , neyther 
ſought he to exhibite any Bill of Complaint againſt her. 
She leeing no perſon to reſpect her, albeitſh&e was in a 
tabozinth of conceits, ſometimes ok retiring, otherwhile 
of ſtaying til ſhe might le the vttermoſt: the alſo thoght 
it conuenient to take a little meate in the Towne at a 
kinſmans houſe of hers there dwelling, to whome ſhe re- 
uealed her whole caſe , and requeſted his counſell : Dee 
thought it fitte that ſhe ſhould attend alittle further, to 
ſ& if ſhe were inquired after, which if you be not colin 
(ſaide he) J wil make meanes my ſelfe to Paiſfer Chan⸗ 
ceilour that you may be diſpatched and ſo depart home, 
Atone ofthe clocke when the Court was to ſit againe, he 
tame along with her toward the Chauncerp. Paiſter 
Dobſon ſitting in an olde kreze gowne befoze the nozth 
gate ofthe Cathedzall, eſpied his Boſtefc, and remem⸗ 
bzing himlelfe , that it was fridap, imagined, without 
further diſcourſe, the cauſe of her being there: and being 
aſhamed to pꝛeſent himſelfe into her ſight, he cloſely con- 
ueped him ſelfe from her view, pet thought hee god to 
ride her once againe like a conntrey fade, and thereupon 
he went to one ofthe Clarkesefthe Chancery , and ac⸗ 
quainted him with the whole matter, deſiring him to 
take ſome courſe foz the ending of her buſineſſe, and fo 
ſet her packing: fo2 during her above in the Towne, J 
ſhal be conſtrained (ſaide he) like the Fore, ts kepe my 
hole. The Clearke pꝛomiſed to oꝛder the matter well e⸗ 
nough , but he either fozgetting himſelfe , oz troubled 
with lo much other buſineſſe, that he could not regards 
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if, ſuffered her fo ay vntill thꝛer of the clocke vncalled 
fo. Whereat her coſin, grieued with her attendaunce, 
boldly ſtept into the Ch auncerp, tolde Maiſter Chaun⸗ 
cellour her caſe, and veſired his god wozlhip, that fœzth 
of his accuſtomed clemencyhe would let her come to her 
aniwer, that ſhe might know what ſhe were to truſt 
vnto . The Chauntellour hearing ſuch repoꝛtes to his 
ſonnes diſgrace, in publique court , was greatly offcn- 
ded therewith, and cauſed her to be bꝛought in, and de⸗ 
maunded of her if ſhe would tuſtifie thoſe things, oz not. 
Pea, quoth ſhe, J will be depoſed that all theſe repoztes 
of mp coſin be moſt true, and in witneſſe thereof, here 
arc the handes and names ok our Curate, and pzincipall 
men ok ourpariſh .. Well quoth Maſter Chauncollour, 
Thou naughty woman, J will haue the made an er⸗ 
ample to all the world fo2 laundering my ſonne with 
ſo much vntrueth: foꝛ the very day betoze thou repozteſt 
this acteto be done, à ſent him to Tore about impoztant 
buſineſſe of mine owne,and the Churches, and as pet he 
is not returned, neither, if he had beene at home ſhould⸗ 
eſt thou make me to belcene that he would haue ſo much 
abuſed himſelfe. O god Paiſter Chauncelour (ſaid ſhe) 
foz the pitty ofalmighty God, reade my teſtimoniall, 
and you (hall know thereby, that J haue ſpoke nothing 
but the plaine trueth, which if it appeare not to be ſo, 
then ſpare no puniſhment , He, although he refted allu⸗ 
red ol his ſonnesinnocencie, pet becauſe the ſimpleneſſe 
ofthe woman perſwaded him that ſhe could not contrine 
it, and alſo ſeeing her ſo earneſtly to inſiſt vppon the ve- 
rificationthereof, hie conceiued that ſome had done her 
iniury, and fathered the matter vpon his ſonne: he ther- 
foze toke her petition, and read it openly, which contai⸗ 
ned thus much in effect, 
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pPDumblp beſ&cheth pour god woꝛchip, lathet Chan⸗ 
telloꝛ, vou daily Oꝛatoꝛs, the Uicar aud pariſhioners of 
Wittan Iulbert, in the behalfe of this poꝛe woman, our 
common Naſtt ſſe of the ame Tone and Parich, that 
whereas, vpon the ine and twentieth day of Mae in. 
ſtaat, your wazſhips ſonue and ſole heire, accompanied 
Vith two men onelp, repaired to the Houſe of our faide 


Yoſteſſe, and there calling foz Ale, Cakes, Creame, 


Curds, Cuſtard, Chefe, Apples and Nuts, had all the 
fame things affo2dcd in plentifull manner by our ſaid 
Voſtello: whereol although but thꝛe in number, and al⸗ 
fo pꝛetending themſelues gentlemen, they ate ſo much 
as would haue ſufũced ſixe ſłal · woꝛth men, as with vs 
are ſet to plo we and waine , and when our.hoſtefſe did 
demaund of them (as right would ſhe ſhould) but a rea-

The Chauncelloz and Court laughed along time 
af the ſubicc of this petition, and vnderſtanding the 
poze wives ſimplicity by ſome peeuith bꝛain abuſed,ſur- 
rendzed fe her againe her licence, which ſhe there had 
chewned, willing her freely to pꝛactiſe her trade: and foz 
d receiued wong vnder the name of his ſonne, 
bee repaped her with a French crowne, willing her alſo 
to ſpeake well of the Chancelloꝛ and his friends, and al⸗ 
ſuring her that it was not his ſonne, but ſome cozoning 
companions who had vſed his ſonnes name, to abuſe 
her thereby, diſpatched her away, Foz which curteſie 
ſhe humbly thanked him on her knees , 4 hyed her home 
to acquaint her huſband and neighbours of her god ſuc⸗ 
pus foztoy whereof they were all dzunke the Sunday 
enſuing.

26 N the ſuburbs of Dunholme, the Ponkes 
Shoe the Abbey had a certaine houſe of recre- 
cation, in the which euery moneth once, in 

E \the ſummertime, they were aſſembled fo 

N paſtime themſelues in the ozchards walks 


and gardens, which they had there plan⸗ 
WL 3 ted. 
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ted: while their oꝛders tontinued vndiſſolued: buf when 
they were rekozmed and reduced to a Deane and Chapi⸗ 
ter, they leaſed, and let foꝛth all ſuch places to Gentle⸗ 
men ofthe Countrep. This houſe called the Pall-perds, 
thep farmed to one Monſieur du Pome, a merchant of the 
citty, who fo2 his houle pꝛouiſion had alwayes there a 
houſe of Poultry. Dobſon pꝛomiled his fellowes a feaſt, 
albeit he was not alwaycs the beſt pꝛouided of monep, ſo 
about the Pichaelmalle, when gwic fleſhcommeth into 
requeſt, he made an arrand to the Hallperds, where ſuch 
ſhift he made, as away he bzought a gole without note 
oꝛ ſuſpition, he ſh2owded it cloſelp vnder his gowne, and 
left that either he might be purſued, oꝛ the gander ſhould 
cry and ſo indanger him ok appꝛehenſion, he refuſed the 
ſertetes, and toke his paſſage alongſt the riuer ſide to a 
budge called Pons Laurent, which directly carried him 
into the Abbey. But in the way (as it fozfuned) he was 
met by the owner of the ſame, who foz his pleaſure came 
walking by the ſame paſſage to the Hallperds, to take ac⸗ 
compt of his ſeruants lavours, and to ſe his houſes and 


tattell. The merchant in their meeting eſpeing a ſub- 


ffanreof a white colour bnder his gowne, demaunded 
what her had there: Nothing ſaid Deb ſon, but my Sur⸗ 
pleſſe, which J haue bene fetching from my Laundzeſſe, 
fo2 it is almoſt Cuenſong time. That is well done (ſaid 
the merchant)and making no further queſtion with him, 
they ſund2cd, the one taking his courſe to his farme, and 
the other to the ſchole, where he left his gander vntill 
Cuen'ong was ended, when he conueped him fo his old 
hoaſt - houſe at the ſigne of the W92e, where they got him 
made fit koz the bꝛoach. And vpon monday mozning ins 
tending ts periozme his pꝛomiſed banquet, he pꝛouided a 
bꝛoach, and all other things requiſite, and cauſed a fire 


to be built in a ſellar vnder the Schole, he let his fellows 
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to wozke , playing the maiſter Coke himſelſe, he afſig- 
ned every one of thoſe whom he had acquainted with the 
matter fo a ſeuerall office. The goſe as ſhe beganne to 
roſte moꝛe ripelp, ſauozed lo all ouer the ſcho'e, that mas 
fter Bromeley very ſenſibly perteiued the ſame, and de⸗ 
maunded what it ſhould be, oz from when ce it came: no 
man durſt bew2ay the trueth , foz feare of Dob/on indigo 
nation. But Maiſter Bromeley miſſing him and dincrs 
others, inquired how they had beſtowed themſelucs, 
Whereunto anſwer was made, that they were in the lo⸗ 
wer houſe. Ye ſuſpecting that they were about the acts 
ing of ſome roguerp, whirred downe the ſtaires, wen- 
ing to haue trapped them, but he found a ſnccke beto2e 
bis ſnowt , the dozes were fo trongly boulfcd againſt 
him, that there he might not come but by licence. Uſing 
then his authozitie , he knocked luſtilp, and commann- 
ded Dob/on to open the dozes, fo2 he would come in te 
ſee what they had to doe there. Oh no, quoth De hon, foz 
Gods ſake come not here ſir, foz you are not able to in⸗ 
dure the ſtinch of this place, it is ſo mighty, that it will 
hazard pour ſtrangling: fo2 this laſt night, in the raine 
which fel there are come downe ſuch a multitude of frogs 
and other vermine into this houſe , that no man is able 
to ſet fote vpon any ground fo2 them: and therefoge, le ff 
they ſhould be the cauſe of any infection in thts houſe , if 
they ſhould continue vntill Summer, we haue made a 
fire to burne them, whereof pꝛoceedes this terrible ſtinch 
which you taſte, and from which we pꝛay von to abfent 
pour ſelfe. Gods bleſling haue thy heart, quoth maſter 
Bromeley, Jpzay the leaue not one of them aliue, and 
when pou haue finiſhed pour wozke, let me haue intelli⸗ 
gence thereof: foz vntill ſuch time as you haue diſpatcht, 
I will leaue the = chole, and commit the perfozmannce 


ofthis buſines to thy care and pꝛouidente, wherein D 0#-

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— /mp2omiled to be very vigilant and reſpectiue, gladdefs 


haue ſo eaſily poſſeſſed his maſter with a falſe ſuggeſtion; 
and ſo, when the goſe was roaſted to their contentment, 
they ate her all to the bones, Dobhen and his beſt eſtermd 
friends: which being done, they ſent to aduertiſe their 
Maiſter, that hee might returne at his pleaſure, fo; theg 
had cleared the coaſt of all theſe miſ-ſhapen monſters, 
and had perfumed the Schwle with burning of kranken⸗

I Obſon, at eighteene yeares of age, had ſo 

well pꝛolited in Puſike, and in the La⸗ 
1 tine tongue, that he was ſuppoſed fit foz 
the Uniuerſity , whither bis vnckle had 
intended to ſend him ſo ſone as his voice 
changed But he defirons fo haue his 
name nofozious in the Schale, and to giue his fellowes 
often cauſe to ſpeake of him after his departure, hee ſet 
down with himſelk to play one famous ieſt moze among 
them.

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Gonlde we doe but goe fo the ©cholc 2 To the Schwle, 
(quoth Dobſon) and it aholiday 2 that were ſporte 102 a 
Tapler: J beleene you tannot make me ſuch a folc, And 
why aunſwered they, we haue heard ot no ſuch feſtiual, 
and if it be any, tis moꝛe than we doe know, Ui hy that 
may very well be ſo: but J dare warrant pou, that it is 
holidap, and thereof J am moſt certaine, foz otgeru tie 
Batte Midforths ſhoppe would haue bene open, as vo⸗ 
on other wozking dates it is wont to be: +02 never fince 
my comming to the towne haue J feene it ſhut, but vpon 
Sundapes and principall feaſts, ſo that J am well per⸗ 
ſwaded, that it is ſome ſpeciall ſole: a nitie this dapznep⸗ 
ther is it to be doubted , bur that it haih bene p:oclay- 
med in the Churches, 02 at leaſt in the parich of = ain 
Nicholas, albeit we haue not heard thercof, and that 
he knoweth wel endugh: foz clſc (without all queſtien) 
his Moppe had not bene ſhutte in moꝛe this day than pe⸗ 
ſterday. This Bare Midforth was of the Gentle Craft 
of Tranſlatoꝛs, and cobling of botcs and ſhors he won 
his liuelihode: cuecy moꝛning was hee accuſiomed to os 
pen his ſhoppe betimes , ſinging like the Pightingale, 
and wozking apace, if, as Dehſon latte, it were not hos 
liday, whercofhe neuer violated 02 bꝛake any one, but 
obſcrued them all, very druoutly frequenting the church 
and ſermons , at the leaſt two times vppon cuery luch 
day, 
This mozning as it foztuned, he was gone info the

ſoluc what to do, Gladlp thep would haue appzehended 
the occafionof a daycs libertie, it᷑ they could haue deuiſed 
how to baue ſatiſſted their Maiſter of this, they knew 
not what lolemne Feaſt day, but betauſe they could not 
conceine how that might be inculcate, thep paſſed on till 
toward the ſchole. Doo lx ing them ſo fozward , tur⸗ 
ned his backe, and bid God ſpeed them well: foz as fo: 
me yon ſhall noe alone , let no man truſt me ener while 
A liue, if q come within the ſchole does this dap, They 
perceiuing him to ſeeme offended , told him, that they 
were as willing as ye to accept of the time, if they could 
be excuſcd at their Paſters hands. T caue the diſpatch 
of that matter to me (quoth D 6/0») J will be aduccate 
fo vs all, if you will iopne with me this dap, and con⸗ 
uent ſome god fellows at the MW zehouſe, where J haue 
appointed a bꝛeahcefaſt, and a match of ſhwWting, J will 
diſcharge pou of ali blame at our Maiſters hands, and 
thereofbe you not afraid.

About the hours of eight of the clocke Maiſter Zrome/ey 
came and bid him good mozrow, demaunding the cauſe 
ok his ſitting there alone, and why he was not in the 
Schole ? Hir (ſaith he)the doe is chut, and J cannot tel

«02 of cur Arte. Dur Maiſter did know it to be holyday 
befoꝛe J told him, and therefoꝛe was much ſolicited how 
to get vs aſſembled together becauſe of the ſame. That 
he might gratiſie the ſtraungers defires,and fo2 toy that 
J was (onigh at hand, he hath pꝛomiſed vs another day 
of recreation, when we ſhall think fit to call fo2 the ſame, 
Thep taking all his ſentences foz Oꝛacles, without fur⸗ 
ther delay, in hope of their Maiſters future fauour , and 
ſome reward or the Gentlemen , hurled homeward in 
heapes, beſtowing their artillery to the cuſtodie of their 
acquaintances tu the wap, ſtriuing who ſhould come 
firſt home. But when they came within the Cathedzal, 
and did (ce their maſter keeping his ward alone, their cos 
pics changde, and wiſhed with all their hearts they had 
bene away: but D ſeeing them to be ſo daunted, ins 
touraged them to goe fozwayd, implying to them, that 
the ſtrangers were but gone to take a viewe of ſome of 
the ancient monumevts in the Chancellour ſhzine of 
S. Cuthbert till their tomming:and to releaſe them of all 


- fearcs, himſelfe ſtept lo: moſt into the Schale. When e⸗ 


ucry man was ſeated in his place, diſputing what would 
be the iſſue of their talling home, P. Bremeiey bolting 
the dw2e fo faſt that none could eſcape foꝛth, cxamined the 
cauſe, why thep had neglected the ſchole without his li⸗ 
cence, and did not rather follow Delſent aduiſe, which

by thele pꝛopaſitions ſeating how the cale ſtood, * no 
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better excuſe to cleare themſelues, then fo blame the 
blame-wozthy, and ſo at large related, how by him they 
were induced thereunto, ſtanding all to affirme it in his 
face, and their teſtimonies ſo ſtrongly charging him. 
tould not delcerne any fault in them wozthy of chaſtiſ⸗ 
ment, but turned all his anger vpon this pꝛegnant deui⸗ 
ler, who well merited the whip, and was commanded 
to pꝛepare his b2&ch fog the ſtrappado. But when hes 
percciued that no reply of his againſt their aſſertion 
could be taken, neither any entreatic oz pzomile of as 
mendement pꝛocure his pardon, he ſkipped into an olde 
Jakes in the Schwle, whereinto they vſed to thzowe all 
their filthy duſt and werpings, pꝛoteſt ing that foꝛth of 
that place he would neuer come, vnleſſe that his maſter 
would ſolemnly ſweare to remit and foꝛgiue vnto him 
all offences paſt: and il that any diſaſter ſhall ouer-take 
me in this place (faith he) 1 will take it vpon my death, 
that the feare J conceiue of pour barbarous vſage of me 
is the cauſe thereof, anſwere it as you can; pou will finde 
that J haue parents will ſ&ke fo2 no leſſe ſatiſfaction 
then the lawe will allow them. M. Bromoley danbtfull 
that he had been madde oz lunaticke by his deſperate bes 
bamoz,infreatedhimto came foꝛth, (wearing vpon the 
Bible, that he would not onelp relcaſe him, but pardon 
all the reff: vpon which his depoſition. made, D 95/0» by 
the helpe of a rope which was caſt downe vnto him. als 
tended fo2th of the pit, and was reconciled to his Ma. 
and ſchole fellowes, After which time he defiſted from 


farther pzactizing againſt them, being ſent by his Uncle 
within a werkes lpace to the Uuiuerſitie of Cambridge. 
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Of Dob/oncintertainment at cambridge: and of his diſ- 
putes there kept in the publike Schooles.

at tompt ol to maiſter Deane, that he entirelp ſaned and 
kept it actoꝛding as his wozſhippe had com maunded foz 
that end and purpole. Paiſter Deane, fo2 ſir Thomas 
hig ſake , whome he toucd moze than any Canoniſt in 
the church, was willing to doe whatſlocucr be deſtred, 
{; arre fozth, as his Letters and credite in thoſe places 
would extend: and at the time of his letting fozward, 
th of his owne coffers he gaue vnto him as towards 
his viaticum, tenne markes in liberalitie, and fine other

men vntil death. And recetning the monep and letters 
of Paiſter Deane, he tokehis leaue, and the next daie 
hee diſpafched away Deb en, with diners others that in⸗ 
tended the ſame courſe, waging a carrier to conduct and 
guide them thither, where hee found as god welcome 
as could be wiſhed foz, in regarde of maiſter Deanes 
Letters, the cffect of which euerp man deſired to accom⸗ 
plith , and the Maiſter himſelfe affigned him a Tutoꝛ, 
and carefully ſupplyed all his wants, aſſuming him into 
a Schollers plate, by the aſſent of all the fellows with⸗ 
m the werkes ofhis comming thither , although that 
the time of Election was not vntill Pichaelmaſſe after, 
a full Halfe yere from the time okhis inſtalling. Vee car- 
ried himſelle very reſpectiuelp til he had perfitly learned

carried the ſpoiles of the conies,other of Duckes, and 
ſome Pidgeons,onely the hinde moſt was plagued ſkips

graao(foz ſo was the other diſputant ſurnamed) loucd a 
Laundzeſſe danghter of the Colledge , whom he many 
times harboured1inhischamber,contrars to the ſtatutes

pauſed after his firſt motion made to giue him anſwers 
oꝛ to aduiſe of the matter, but pꝛoteſted at the verp in⸗ 
ſtant to be his affected g pawned the ſame with a kiſſe, 
pet they concluded to diſſemble the ſame, and to keepe 
it ſecret from their Paiſter and Miſtris. But loue like 
the fire,firſt ſmoking, and then flaming, increaſed lo be⸗ 
twirt them that it burſt foꝛth to open viewe of all: their 
exterioʒ ſhewes betrayed their interioz ſecretes, and ſo 
apparant it was to the whole houle, that their Þaifter 
and Piltris had infozmation of the ſame, which the Mi⸗ 
ris ill diſgeſted in reſpect ſhe was her Neece, and he a 
Tranger vnknowne to any of them, ether his eſtate, 
condition, 
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condition,oz parenfage , which he willingly concealed 

becauſc he would not haue his Unckle to receaue any 

certificat of his courſe ot life, he therefoze ſtrictly com 
| 


manded her Coſento abſtcyne from his company, and 
in no ſoꝛt to vie him kamiliarlp, as the cared to auoide 
her finall diſpleaſure, but this charge was of as much 
fo:ce as if ſhe had taken woode and th2owne into the 
flame fo2biddingit fo burne, foz women are neuer car- 
neſt in lone vntill ſuch time as they be fo2bidden to lone, 
Mhen thcrfoze her miſtris had abziged her ofal meanes 
of ſpeaking with him in the houſe, appointed to mecte 
him at the pen when the maids came to milking, where 
ſhe to gratifie their fellowes e the rather to induce them 
to conceale their mectinges, foz her Miſtris did diucrſe 
7 — keaſt and banquet them with poſſets and the like 
ceites. But in all ſocieties there are euer ſome falſe eh 
bzothers, when to picke a thanke, oz to gaine a particus 1 
lar fauour to themſelues, diſſupplant their fellowes, ſa 
among theſe maides there was one chattering pie, who 
thzuſtinto the miſtris head al their infercourſe of loue 
and familiaritie which then paſſed, fo2 which the pooze 
wench had many a ſound chiding, pet loode to denie 
all, ſo long that her conſtant negatiue one night moued 
her miſtris to put vpon her a womans attpre, and ſe⸗ 
cretly to connay yerſelfe into a Calfehouſe, hiding her 
ſelfe in the ſlrawe vnd c the cribbe , vntill the time of 


milcking , purpoſing fo try wher»! r her coſen oz the 
maide were in the trueth. And the ſame night they had 
aſſigned Dobſen to be pꝛeſent at a poſſet of ſacke, neuer 
ſuſpecting that their miſtris had any notice of their good 
felowſhip in that place, much leſſe that ſhee was pꝛelent 
fo beholde their paſtimes. But only ſhe who had ſet her 
to the watche . While Dob/on ſtaped longer than the 
houre aſſigned, they thought fit to make an ende of 

D 2 milcke⸗ 
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milkeing , that when he came they might haue nothing 
to ſtay them further, then only the d:\ſpatch of the poſſet, 
and allo, let ſtaping later abzoade then they were ac- 
tuſtomed, their miſtris might haue icaloſie of ſome ſuch 
matter. One ofthe maides, ſhe who had firſt milked, 
went into the talke houle to pul aroſe , and as it woulde 
be, ſhe piſt into hir miſtris necke vaknowne to hir, while 
at her going foꝛth, ſhe had a glimſe of one lying conered 
I: the Urawe, at which both aſhamed and afraide ſhee 
tame {02th 4 related what had befallie her, ſome laughed 
at the caic a little, others cared how to diſpoſe of the pol⸗ 
let, tuſhe iaicth her coſen, loue making her volde, if the 
calc be ſo plaine, let vs ſtand to it like frindes, let them 
flinch that fearcs, we wil take noknowlcdge of her pꝛe⸗ 
lente, God be thanked we knowe the woꝛſt, it is but the 
loſſe of a ſeruice, a chiding, a bundel of batts, and ſtart J 
will not til my friend come, ik it be not till mwnight;J 
wil either vzae her to come s take part with vs, oꝛ weary 
her ot her lodging, but p2cſcntly hereupon appeareth fir 
Dobſon whom he much blamed (oz his lingring, withall, 
rcucaling on what difficulties they ſtood vpon, in regard 
their miſtris had ſet watch to trap them, no matter ſaide 
he, let vs flirt conquere this aduerlarp, and referre me to 
paciſie our miſtris anger, J knowe a carde wherewith to 
coolc the heate of my miſtris ficry ſtomacke. Audls whe 
the banquet ended, willing them to walke homewarde, 
be with a good faſt cudgell entered the calfehouſe, where 
with many a luſtp blowe he happed his miſttis about 
the ſhoulders, notwithſtanding that ſhee entreated him 
to ſtay his handes and not ta beate her being his miſtris, 
no quoth hee thou arte ſome viſarde witch, that pꝛeten⸗ 
deſt ſome miſchiefe to my miſtris her beaſts, oꝛ elſe ſome 
naughty packe queane, in league with the maids, to co- 
len my miſtris of the mike. My miltris is a gentlewo⸗ 

man 
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man of god wo2ſhippe, and would nat fo2 the wozlde be 
ſcene in this baſe and ragged attyre, and therefoꝛe J wil 


hamper thee like as thou art, and ſo doubling his blowes 


be beate her againe till himſelfe was weary, and ſhee ſo 
lamed that ſhe was not able to ſtand, but falling downe 
bpon her knees, ſhe (aide, O geod Georee J pꝛay thee to 
take ſome pitty vpon me and kill me not fozth-right, foz 
in very trueth J am thy miſtris, and came of purpoſe in 
this diſguiſed and ragged cloathing, to eſpie and ſee thy 
bſege and behauiour with my maides, to whome J am 
contented to remit as to thee all that euer you haue treſ- 
paſſed again me, conditionallp that thou now ccaſe fro 
beating me, and help to conduct me home, foz thou haſt 
ſoſquetzed me that J am not able to goe alone, he ſeeme⸗ 
ing by theſe ipecches to be bꝛought uꝛto ſome doubt that 
it ſho uld be his miſtris indeed, carried her into the light 
where beholding her in the viſage as though befoze he 
had not knowne her, he cried her merty, appeared verp 
ſozrowfull;requeſting her to pardon him, affirming that 
be did not beleeue that it ſhoulde be her ſelfe, but ſome 
other rogiſh ill viſpoſed. woman, and pꝛoſtrating him⸗ 
ſelfe von his knees he aſked her hartity foꝛgiueneſſe as 
ſhe ſappoid)and that he had beat hir of :gno2ance, wher⸗ 
with bee the mo2e eaſily pardoned him, and ſtaying her 

ſeife vpon his ſhoulders ſhe walked home with him, but 

he had ſo baſted her, as foꝛ fine werkes after, ſhe was cõ⸗ 

ſcrained to keepe her bed, in which tine thee was inloz⸗ 

med of the whole betwtrt him and her maides as fouch- 
ing her beating, foꝛ which atterwards che coulde neuer 
endure him, and to curbe his deſires the pꝛiuatelp caulcd 

her kiaſwom i to be conueighed away he did not know 

whither, fo2 which he became ſa diltontent, that when 

his maſtcr was vpon occaſions gone towardes London 

bis miſtris ſending him to a coſcus youle about lome bu⸗ 
O3 nelle 
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tineſle, he rode away with his maſters beſt gelding; fold 
him alſo and ſpent the mony neuer returning to giue an⸗ 
ſwere ok his mellage: his maſter at his comming backe 
from London, made dilligent enquiry after his man & 
b:sho2ſc,and at the length being certified or his aboade,' 
and the ſale of his hozſe, he areſted him with a Juſtices 
warrant, and got him committed tothe Caſtle at 7oxbe, 
where he was to aunſwere the aſſiſes , and had hanged 
without remiſſion, ik his vnkle had not made meanes 
fo; his repꝛiue vntili he pꝛocured him a pardon. Foz at⸗ 
ter that he was hanckeled in ſo great extremitp, he direc⸗ 
ted letters to his vnckle, certificng him of his lamenta⸗ 
ble caſe craucing pardon fo2 all his foꝛmer euagattons, 
pꝛomiſing future refoꝛmation and to reclaime himſelfe 
from al lewd bchautours, deſiring alſo his vnkle to pꝛo⸗ 
uide him a Channons place in Dnhalme, whereby hee 
might be maintained ſufficientlp ifhe eſcaped death, and 
that thꝛough want he needed not be conſtrained to pꝛo⸗ 
letute any moꝛze ſuch barbarous courſes, Nature & pittie 
concurring in his vnkles bzeſt infozced him to affo2d his 
helping hand. And by maſter Deanes meanes and the 
Þ2*:bends he got him freed from death, and impꝛiſon⸗ 
ment, and alſo beneficed in the Abbey, as he requeſted , 
Mhereupon entringinto conſideration how much Al⸗ 
mighty God and his frindes had helped him, he moꝛtilfl⸗ 
ed all his irregular paſſions and ſpent the reſidue of his 
courſe in an admirable courſe ofciuility. Foꝛ the which 
be was generally reſpected of all the people g the whole 
Cicargie, and after the death of his Unkeil, poſſeſſey 
of all his ſubſtance and beneficed with his Ut- 
carige,in which eſtate he ended 
and finiſhed his 
lite. 
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
